THAILAND'S PREM VIEWS KAMPUCHEAN ISSUE 
OWO80738 Beijing XINHUA in English 0717 GMT 8 Oct 81 


[Text] Washington, 7 Oct (XINHUA)--Prime Minister of Thailand Prem Tinsulanon 
said here today that the Soviet-backed Vietnamese aggression in Kampuchea continues 
to pose a tremendous challenge to Thailand's and ASEAN's efforts to restore peace 
and stability to the region. 





Speaking at the National Press Club, the prime minister said although Thailand is 
not a party to the conflict in Kampuchea, it nevertheless has a strong desire to 
see it brought to an end, for humanitarian reasons as well as for the stability 
and prosperity of Southeast Asia as a whole. However, he noted, an early end to 
the fighting in that country is not likely until a political solution can be found 
on the basis of the declaration of the international conference on Kampuchea and 
other relevant United Nations General Assembly resolutions. 


Prem Tinsulanon went on to say the UN conference held in New York last July was 

a particularly important development. More encouraging still was the successful 
meeting in early September of three Kampuchean nationalist groups resisting 
Vietnamese aggression. Out of that meeting came a declaration of their collective 
intent to work together to free their country from foreign domination and to 
restore their people's right to self-determination. This is a vital task which 
deserves the strong support of the world community, he added. 


ie weicomed the United States' close working relations with ASEAN in the search 
for a just and durable solution to the Kampuchean problem. 


prime minister said as a "front-line" state in the struggle against the Soviet- 
acked Vietnam 3e aggression in Kampuchea, Thailand will likewise continue to bear 
the responsibility for its own defense. Its ultimate success will also depend, 
however, on the support, both material and moral, of those countries with which 
[Thailand shares a common interest in peace and stability.

"XINHUA' CITES THAI PREMIER PREM'S UN ADDRESS

[Text] United Nations, 5 Oct (XINHUA)--Prem Tinsulanon, prime minister of Thailand, 
this afternoon reiterated that the withdrawal of all foreign forces from Kampuchea, 
the restoration of its independence, sovereignty and territorial integrity and the 
commitment by all states to non-involvement in the internal affairs of Kampuchea 
are the principal components to any just and lasting solution to the Kampuchean 
problem. 


The Thai prime minister was speaking at the 36th session of the General Assembly. 
He said that the situation in Kampuchea "continues to be of serious concern not 
only to Thailand, which is in the front-line, but also to the international 
community." 


He stated that Thailand "is indeed gratified" at the outcome of the international 

conference on Kampuchea convened in July this year. The conference reaffirmed 

the fundamental principles, provided a reasonable framework for the comprehensive 

political settlement and outlined some modalities for achieving a just and durable 
solution of the Kampuchean problem, he observed. 


Thailand hoped that the General Assembly this year would endorse the results of the 
conference and would proceed to build on the reasonable foundation, he declared. 


Referring to the Indo-Chinese refugee problem, the Thai prime minister said there 
are half a million Indo-Chinese displaced persons from Kampuchea, Laos and Vietnam 
in the holding centers in Thailand and in encampments along the Thai-Kampuchean 
border. "This human tragedy has caused much human suffering and created both 
internal and external problems for Thailand as well," he said. 


The ultimate solution of the problem "depends on a comprehensive political settle- 
ment particularly of the Kampuchean conflict," he stressed. 


In Afghanistan, he continued, the situation directly involved a major power on 
account of its armed intervention and occupation of that country, which had in 
turn resulted in increasing tension and rivalry. 

















He declared that Thailand's position is to support wholeheartedly the right of 

the Afghan people to determine their own future free from external interference and 
coercion. "Thailand joins in urging the complete withdrawal of foreign forces 

from Afghanistan, as well as in making the call for respect of the sovereignty, 
independence, territorial integrity and nonaligned status of Afghanistan by all 
concerned," he stated.

BRITISH LABOR PARTY CONFERENCE ENDS AMID STRIFE

[Text] Brighton, England, 2 Oct (XINHUA)--Britain's Labour Party today ended an 
annual conference which saw a new round of bitter internal strife. 


In spite of their failure to wrest more power at the top of the party, the so-called 
left wing still claimed "successes" in making the conference adopt a number of 
policy decisions in their favour. 


The conference voted in favour of an "unambiguous commitment to unilateral nuclear 
disarmament." It voted against Britain's withdrawal from NATO. 


The unilateralist resolution passed at the conference also advocates "unconditional 
opposition to the replacement of Polaris by Trident or any other system, and to 

the deployment of cruise missiles, the neutron bomb and all other nuclear weapons 
in or by Britain" and demands the closure of all nuclear bases in Britain as its 
"direct contribution to the creation of a European nuclear weapon free zone." 


The conference repeated last year's resolution that the next Labour government 
should pull Britain out of the European Economic Community. Moving a step further 
than that, it turned down the call for a referendum to let the British people 
decide whether to come out or stay in the EEC. 


On economic affairs, the conference approved an "alternative strategy" in sharp 
contrast to the monetarist economic policy of the conservative government. 


The conference strengthened party leader Michael Foot's authority 11 months after 
his eiect.ion to the post. Gladdened by this result, he appealed for party unity 
and a spirit of tolerance. 


Deputy Leader Denis Healey retained his post by narrowly defeating his left-wing 
challenger, Anthony Benn. This was followed by another victory for the right wing 
who ousted five left-wing members from the National Executive Committee. The 
balance of power was thus altered between the two factions in this most important 
policy-making body of the party outside parliament. 


But left-wing leader Anthony Benn refused to admit his defeat. "This is only the 
beginning, not the end," he told his supporters. 


It remains to be seen whether Michael Foot can succeed in repairing the damage 
caused by the internal wrangling since the last general election and bringing the 
warring left and right factions together before the next general election in 1984.

YUGOSLAV PARTY VIEWS 'GRAVE' ECONOMIC SITUATION

[Text] Belgrade, 30 Sep (XINHUA)--The Central Committee of the League of Communists 
of Yugoslavia (LCY) held its 2lst session today to discuss the internal economic 
situation and decided to hold the 12th LCY congress next June. 


Dobroslav Culafic, secretary of the LCY Central Committee, spoke at the session 

on the present economic situation and task in Yugoslavia. Yugoslavia, he said, 
was facing a very grave economic situation and it was imperative to make every 
effort to overcome the present difficulty by relying on its own strength. The 
daily growing deficit in international payments and the piling debts to foreign 
countries have become an obstacle in the way of further development of the produc- 
tive forces and improvement of the standard of living. The important and pressing 
task at present was to halt further deterioration of the economic situation and 
get rid of the danger of losing the ability to make repayment. 


Culafic stressed that the only way to develop social economy was to stabilize the 
economy and there was no other choice. For this purpose, it was imperative to 
re-examine investments in all domains, reduce consumption and slow down the rise 
in living standards, economise in every way, oppose extravagance, and cut down 
overlapping administrative organizations. Culafic criticised squandering of 
social assets by giving banquets and making tours abroad on all kinds of pretexts. 


ic pointed out that the difficulty had not come from self-management, but the failure 
to carry out self-management well. 


A number of proposals were raised at the session to cope with the present difficulty 
and unhealthy tendencies were criticised. 


The session approved changes in some leading members of the LCY presidency.

JAPAN INCREASES AID TO EGYPT--Tokyo, 8 Oct (XINHUA)--The Japanese Government has 
reiterated that it would continue extending positive cooperation to Egypt's nation- 
building program. It also declared that its aid to Egypt would increase. A 
decision to this effect was taken by the Japanese cabinet after reviewing the Middle 
East situation following the death of president Anwar al-Sadat. The Japanese 
Foreign Ministry held that "Egypt's stability is an essential factor for ensuring 
Middle East security. It is the key to Japan's Middle East policy." It has 
decided that the loan in cardinal numbers to be provided to Egypt would increase 

to 45,000 million yen annually as of next fiscal year. In the fiscal years from 
1973 to 1980 Japan's total loans to Egypt came to 148,500 million yen with the 

1980 loan reaching 37,500 million yen. Under the Foreign Ministry's policy, Egypt 
vill be the recipient of the biggest loan from Japan outside of Asia. [Text]

FORMER BELGIAN MINISTER ON NATO'S DEFENSE--Brussels, 5 Oct (XINHUA)--It would be 
dangerous to allow the power gap detrimental to Europe to widen while Moscow does 
not slow down the pace of arms race it has been pursuing for many years, wrote 
former Belgian Prime Minister Leo Tindemans in the latest issue of Belgian military 
weekly VOX. Tidemans, who is also the president of the European Y’opular Party, 
noted in the article that the 220 SS-20 missiies deployed by the Soviet Union 
have seriously impaired Europe's defence.

ANNIVERSARY OF 1911 REVOLUTION LED BY SUN YAT-SEN COMMEMORATED

[Text] During the 1911 revolution period, the patriotic spirit displayed by 
the Chinese people played a tremendous role in boosting their morale, in trans- 
forming the Chinese society and in pushing the wheel of history forward. 


Carry on Historical Patriotic Tradition 


At the beginning of the 20th century, China sank further into the semi-colonial 
status. In the face of armed aggression mounted by many imperialist powers 
against China, the increasingly decadent rule of the Manchu government placed 

the Chinese nation in critical danger of annihilation. In an effort to save the 
country from this danger of annihilation, many dedicated citizens devoted their 
energy to groping in a dark tunnel until they finally took the road of the revo- 
lution. In this connection, our great democratic revolutionary Sun Yat-sen said: 
After the Boxer movement failed, “the situation in our country became so critical 
and ominous that some dedicated citizens vied to do something to save the nation; 
and this was the seed of the revolutionary storm."' ("Where There Is a Will, 
There Is Success") 


At the crucial moment of the revolution, under the impact of patriotism, millions 
upon millions of people went to the battlefield, joined the struggle and laid down 
lives heroically. The inaugural editorial of TWENTIETH CENTURY CHINA spoke 
‘bly of our motherland, saying: "hina is the world's oldest civilization. 
Tocated in the world's largest continent, China is Asia's biggest country with 
a lovely history that spans several 1,000 years and lovely classic books record- 
ing events of the last 3,000 years. China where our 400 million compatriots 


live consists of 20 provinces crisscrossed by 5 mountain ranges and 4 beautiful 


ivers. Throughout the vast country, thev can speak the same lovely tongue and 
mmunicate with the same lovely written language. China! China! We will wor- 
chin and adore you and wish you well! We also want to loudly acclaim in the ta 
the entire nation: Long live China!" However, at that time, our lovely moti:r- 
fell prey to the imperialists. Fnel!loss wars tore the country apart, cause 
rings and misery everywhere, Pmodo life more difficult than ever. By 
-ople faced an impending danger of national annihilation. To the revolutionar 


group of that time, our motherland was both majestic weak, both rich and poor,

both beautiful and shabby. This striking contrast made people realize even 

more that it was tragic, shameful and infuriating to see a country fall and die; 
and to feel even more that heroic struggle to save their country and people in 
defiance of death should be respected, admired and eulogized. The most cele- 
brated propaganda publications at that time were REVOLUTIONARY ARMY which bitterly 
and indignantly warned thepeople of the impending threat to carve up our country; 
WARNING BELL which sorrowfully reported disasters and misfortune that hit our 
country and people; RECOLLECTION which angrily accused the imperialists of com- 
mitting all sorts of crimes of aggression. All this deeply touched the hearts 

of the people, inspiring their patriotic zeal and boosting their revolutionary 
morale. At the beginning of the 20th century, the surge of the patr’otic tide 
further awakened the masses causing the antiimperialist and antifeudal democratic 
revolution to take root in the hearts of the people, and to be understood, 
accepted and supported by them. 








Although the various revolutionary groups which were organized during the period 
of the 1911 revolution had definite differences and even some differences in prin- 
ciple intheir political views and platforms, it can be said that patriotism was 
their common idological base. This patriotic spirit was clearly reflected in 
their declarations, charters, oaths, and even in the names of organizations. The 
purpose of the earliest revolutic nary organization, the Xingzhong Hul, was to 
"revitalize China to save its people from a castatrophe and to protect its entity 
from falling apart." As the situation developed, the subsequent revolutionary 
organizations became richer and clearer in the goals of their struggle, politi- 
cal programs, organizational discipline and strategic concepts. But they consis- 
tently cherished the basic idea of delivering the motherland and revitalizing the 
Chinese nation. Organs of some revolutionary organizations even went so far as 
to declare: "We can take pride in calling patriotism our common doctrine." 
(Declaration of TWENTIETH CENTURY CHINA) 


The patriotic spirit drove the revolutionary people to take action to fulfill 
various missions regardless of sacrifices. Before plunging into the sea and 
drowning himself, Chen Tianhua [7115 1131 5478], in his "letter of determination 
to die," earnestly urged his comrades never to forget to "revive their nation." 
He said that he hoped that his death would arouse others "to bear their lovely 
country in mind, to study hard, and to save their motherland." Before trying 

to assassinate the five cabinet ministers about to go abroad, Wu Yue [0702 2887] 
wrote a farewell letter to his wife asking her to constantly raise her "patriotic 
spirit." Before the Huanghuagang uprising, Lin Juemin [2651 6030 3046] and Fang 
Shengdong [2455 5116 3159] wrote letters to their respective parents and wives 
proudly and affectionately telling their beloved ones that their willingness to 
die for the just cause stemmed from the belief that "their action may have an 
immediate impact on the destiny of their motherland and may bring perpetual 
happiness to the nation."" To them, patriotism was not an abstract slogan but a 
spiritual force of the highest order which can inspire the people to give up their 
lives for a cause. 





Integration of Patriotism and Revolutionary Democracy 


The patriotism of the period of the 1911 revolution had a new content and char- 
acteristic, that is, it combined with revolutionary democracy, and became an 
ideological weapon to overthrow the feudal monarchy.

Our country's severa| thousand year history produced many national heroes who 
made outstanding contributions to their motherland. In their times, however, 
patriotism was always closely associated with loyalty to the emperor. There 

was no way to draw a line between the two things. They often pledged their 
loyalty to certain emperors or kingdoms of certain royal families. On the 
narrow base of conducting a life-and-death struggle for them, they performed 
earthshaking undertakings. In modern history, during the Opium War, the Chinese- 
French war, the Sino-Japanese War of 1894-5 and the Boxer movement, the Chinese 
people joined many generals and soldiers of the Qing Dynasty in fighting heroic- 
ally against the armed aggression of the imperialist powers, made heroic sacri- 
fices, and displayed a noble patriotic spirit. During these bloody battles 
against ce imperialists, most of them still considered themselves faithful sub- 
jects .. the Aixin Goro dynasty, fighting to preserve the kingdom of the great 
Qing Dynasty. During the 1911 revolution, the Chinese people learned from prac- 
tice that patriotism absolutely had nothing in common with the sense of loyalty 
to emperors. In order to truly love their country, to avoid the tragedy of 
national destruction and to develop and revitalize their nation, they had to 
first overthrow the Manchu government. In this connection, Sun Yat-sen said: 
“We all understand that the Manchu governmeat is corrupt and hopeless. Unless 
autocracy is overthrown and its system is thoroughly reformed, our motherland 
cannot be saved." ("Documents on the Revolution Before the Founding of the 
Republic of China") 





During the last decade of the 19th century, the basic belief of the progressive 
school of thought in China was that the only way to save the nation was to patch up 
and reform the decadent Qing government. During the first decade of the 20th 
century, the basic belief of the progressive school of Chinese thought was that 

the only way to save the nation was to wage a revolution to overthrow the rule 

of the Qing Dynasty. In other words, the concept of patriotism underwent a basic 
change in a short period of time, effecting a total break with the tradition of 
loyalty to emperors. 


There were two main reasons why the bourgeois rev: lutionaries united patriotism 
and the struggle to overthrow the feudal autocracy: 


First, the decadent Manchu government was the principal factor that led the na- 
tion to the abyss of poverty and backwardness and sped up its decline. The Man- 
‘hu government still stubbornly rejected any reform despite the fact that the 
iatienal, social and political crises had reached very serious proportions. This 
led the people to see clearly that there was no way to repair the dilapidated 
apparatus of the Manchu government, that it could not be saved, and that its 
continued existence would be the greatest calamity for the country and the people. 
"The Manchu government is actually the biggest obstacle to the enriching and 
strengthening of China." (Wu Yue's "Proposals'") The people had no alternative 
hut to overthrow this reactionary feudal political regime in order to clear the 
way for the realization of wealth and power. 


Second, what was more important was that the Manchu government virtually had 
ecome "a foreign court." In exchange fcr support for its rule from the imperia.- 
ists, the Manchu government was willing to take orders from them, and to submis- 
sively give up national interests, and "bribing them with land property and cash. 
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In order to curry favor with them, it was willing to sacrifice countless people's 
lives, to give up countless rights, to cede immeasurable tracts of land and to 


squander enormous amounts of money. If you review its political policy, there 
isn't one that doesn't play into the hands of foreigners and send us to our doom." 
(Han Ju's [3352 7457] "Construction of a New Government") In order to achieve 


independence, freedom and wealth and power for the nation and the people, it 
was essential to break with this traitorous regime. 


The revolutionaries emphasized that it was necessary to distinguish the country 

and nation from the monarch and royal family--"If we do not want to see our coun- 
try falling apart, we should distinguish between the imperial court and the coun- 
try." (Shen Xiangyun's [3088 5046 0061] “Letter to Zhang Zhidong [1728 0037 3159]") 
Since a country is not private property of the monarch, the downfall of a dynasty 
does not mean the destruction of a country and a people. While praising the 
descendants of the Song and Ming dynasties for displaying their national righteous- 
ness so as to inspire the current struggle, the revolutionaries at that time 
pointed out that their blind loyalty to a single royal house should not be fol- 
lowed. ‘The descendants of the dece ed Song and Ming dynasties always praised 
emperors Zhu and Zhao as representatives of their country. Today, it seems ridi- 
culous because they could not tell the nation from a royal family." ("Mental 

State of Nationalism" by Zhu Zhixin [2612 1013 0207]) Although the proponents 

of the constitutional monarch chanted the hymns in praise of the endeavor to love 
the nation and preserve the race, they spared no effort to defend the decadent 

rule of the Manchu government and to stubbornly oppose the revolution. What they 
did was “harmful to the country instead of benefiting it." 


When patriotism and revolutionary democracy converged, it immediately formed an 
ideological foundation in preparation for the ultimate overthrow of the more than 
2,000-year-old feudal monarchy. 


Merge of Patriotism and Concept of Learning From Foreigners 


Another special feature of patriotism during the 1911 revolution was a call for 
learning from the foreign countries. At that time, the revolutionaries were full 
of confidence in the victory of the revolution and the future of their motherland. 
They believed that as long as their countrymen kept up their efforts to learn from 
foreign countries, they could certainly catch up with and overtake these countries. 


China is a country known for its long history. For a long time, it had taken 

its place in the front rank of the world and was celebrated for its splendid 
civilization. But lately, it stagnated and lagged behind other countries, and 
fell victim to aggression by many imperialist powers. Using the theory of 
"natural selection" to explain the contemporary Chinese history, the bourgeois 
revolutionaries said: The current era was one marked by rapid advance. The 
world as a whole was in a period of acute competition. In an environment of 
"natural selection" and "survival of the fittest," only by constantly strengthen- 
ing ourselves and continuing to make progress could we survive. Otherwise, 
others would be butcherknives and our nation would become a piece of meat or fish 
and our nation could not possibly escape destruction. Although this theory 
failed to explain the nature of imperialist aggression in a scientific way, it 
was instrumental in awakening the Chinese people at that time to the impending 
danger of national disaster. The revolutionaries said: "Weakness will court 
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humiliation." If our people were awakening and the country making progress, 

the vicious imperialists would feel reluctant to embark on any adventure against 
us. For this reason, in an effort to save our country from destruction, our 
primary task should be to mobilize the people to transform our society and to 
achieve self-renewal. "We should also remind the people that citizens make up 
a nation, and therefore should assume responsibility for its survival." 
(Inaugural Editorial of YUNNAN JOURNAL) 


The revolutionaries pointed out: The key to the goal of self-strengthening lies 
in our efforts to learn from foreign countries and to search for truth of 
national salvation. First, we must study Western politics, and introduce the 
bourgeois political, legal and educational systems to China. Sun Yat-sen said: 
"The aim of studying foreign revolutionary politics and establishing the democra- 
tic institution is to absorb what is superior to us. This is why we should put 
into practice the lofty political philosophies and the latest political concepts 
of foreign countries in China." ("The Principle of the People's Rights") 

Second, we must study science and technology, open factories, develop mineral 
resources, build railways, open shipping lines and raise the level of productive 
forces. “Western science is superior to us. As a result of advances in science, 
man can perform miracles that rival the work of God." ("The Principle of 
Nationalism") 


However, diehard feudal conservatives indiscriminately rejected and disdained 
foreign things. Clinging fiercely to what they called "national heritage," 
"they scoffed at and condemned those for urging to learn from foreigners." 

The revolutionaries retorted: "If we want to resist foreigners, we must first 
study their strengthsn." (WARNING BELL) "Why should we reject things that 
prove superior to us? Can we resist them if we fail to study their advantages? 
(RECOLLECTION) They maintained that at that time, no one should be ashamed to 
learn from others. To the contrary, everyone should be ashamed if he fails to 
learn from them. 


At the same time, in criticizing the slave mentality characterized by blindly 
worshiping, fearing and fawning on foreigners, the revolutionaries pointed out: 
people worshiped foreigners "as God, serve them as their godfathers. 'They 
had extreme fear of the foreigners’ that whenever they met a foreigner they 
called him a foreign mandarin and master. In this way, they voluntarily sank 
rheir status of hosts to that of the subservient. This mentality of worshiping 
foreigners resulted from a series of our defeats at their hands, leading us to 
attach too much importance to foreigners. Actually, a foreigner is also only a 
person, not a monster with three heads and six arms. How could anyone say that 
no one could beat him?" ("RECOLLECTION") Xenophobia and slave mentality has 
nothing in common with the patriotic spirit and therefore should be rejected. 

To do away with the xenophobia and slave mentality, we must strengthen the sense 
of national dignity and self-confidence. At that time, the progressive represen- 
tatives of the Chinese national bourgeoisie believed that the Qing Dynasty was 
certain to be overthrown, and the revolution would certainly be victorious. Sun 
Vat-sen maintained: China could certainlv achieve a great leap forward in the 
axlitical, economic and cultural fields, “catch up with" the capitalist powers, 
ind make necessary contributions to ail mankind.

REASONS FOR FAILURE OF 1898 REFORM MOVEMENT REVIEWED

[Text] The 1898 Reform Movement was led by a reformist group of the Chinese 
bourgeoisie at the end of 19th century. Its goal was to save the country from im 
pending peril and then make it strong. It is so called because of its climax in 
1898. 


This patriotic political movement took place at the end of 19th century, when con- 
tradictions between the feudal elements and the broad masses of people, and par- 
ticularly between imperialism and the Chinese nation, were sharper then ever. In 
1895, the Qing government was defeated by Japanese militarism and the partition of 
China by the powers appeared to be imminent. It was a time when "all 400 million 
people were shedding tears, because the Divine Land was nowhere to be found.” Kang 
Youwei [1660 2589 3634], then in Beijing, rallied around himself some 1,300 provincial 
graduates from various provinces and submitted a joint petition to Emperor Guang Xi 

© oppose the "Shimonoseki Treaty" and to put torward three proposals, namely, refusal 
to sign the treaty, removal of the capital for continued resistance, and a reform 

to revitalize China. This petition is called the “presentation of a memorial by 
riders of public carts" in history. These patriots’ memorial to the throne failed 

to get through the gate of the Forbidden City guarded by the diehards; but the 
mobilization of more than 1,000 provincial graduates to submit the petition in dis- 
regard of their future career and the safety of their families and themselves, and 

in defiance of the government's prohibition of "scholars' intervention in politics" 
sounded the warning of the impending national crisis and raised the outcry for 
national salvation. This was indeed an unprecedented event. 


"The state was shattered and the powers were about to join in the scramble; people 
with national interests at heart wanted the country to be revitalized." ("Collected 
Poems and Articles of Kang Youwe’," p 193) To turn the tide and to learn the way of 
revitalization, Kang Youwei formed "Learn To Be Strong" societies in Beijing and 
Shanghai, and published WANGUO GONGBAO [INTERNATIONAL BULLETIN] and ZHONGWEI JIWEN 
[NEWS AT HOME AND ABROAD] in Beijing and QIANGXUE BAO [LEARN TO BE STRONG JOURNAL] 
in Shanghai, and whipped up the reform movement under the slogan "Reform To Become 
Strong." Liang Qichao [2733 0795 6389], Tan Sitong [6223 0843 0681], Tang Cai Chang 
[0781 2088 1603], Yan Fu [0917 1788] and others also published SHIWU BAO [CONTEMPORARY | 
AFFAIRS], XIANGXUE BAO [HUNAN JOURNAL] and GUOWEN BAO [NATIONAL NEWS] in Shanghai, 
Changsha and Tianjin. All these journals made a deep impression on thinkers through- 
out the country, and the bourgeois reformist group headed by Kang Youwei gradually 
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became a political force. These reformists gained the support of Weng Tonghe [5040 
0681 7901], Emperor Guang Xu's tutor and concurrently president of the Board of Re- 
venue; and Chen Baozhen [7115 1405 4631], governor of Hunan. On the basis of resisting 
aggression and carrying out reforms, and in the struggle against capitulationisn, 
national betrayal and conservation in the empress dowager's faction, they gradually 
joined forces in the hope that through political and economic reforms from top to 
bottom they could develop capitalism in China and thus attain the goal of national 
salvation. 


In the winter of 1897, Germany dispatched battleships to forcibly occupy Gaozhou 

Bay, while tsarist Russian aggressor troops took over Lushunkou and Dalien Bay by 
force. The partition of China appeared to be imminent. In January 1898, Kang Youwei 
submitted his "Memorial on policy Concerning the General Situation" in which he 
sharply pointed out the situation then confronting China: 'The independence of a 
nation depends on its readiness to change, while not changing means doom; thorough 
change means strength, while minor changes still spell doom." He also proposed these 
concrete reform measures: 1) all ministers pledging to carry out the reform; 2) set- 
ting up a "petition center" to encourage free expression of views; and 3) establishing 
a “bureau of institutions" with 12 affiliated departments handling matters concerning 
law, finance, education, agriculture, industry, commerce, railways, posts, mining, 
travel, army and navy respectively, and carrying out the reform measures; and 

4) setting up a "bureau of civil affairs" for every circuit to promote local autonomy. 
In April, Kang Youwei and his associates founded the "Protect the Country" Society 

in Beijing. The inaugural meeting of the society was held at the Guangdong Guild 
building, and Kang Youwei was elected to address the meeting. He recounted the series 
of national disasters suffered since the Opivm War and pointed out that within 2 
months [since the occupation of Gaozhou Bay by Germany], "there had been 20 incidents 
in which China had forfeited sovereign rights and surrendered territory." He shouted: 
"Everybody will be responsible for the national peril, but everybody has also the 
right to save the state!" He added: "If our 400 million people will arise, the 
foreigners will not dare to look down on us." 


Emperor Guang Xu, whose original name was Aixijueluo Zaitan [1947 5647 6030 5012 

6528 8407], did not want to become the monarch of a subjugated nation and was eager 
for the reform. Therefore, he readily accepted the reformists' proposals and on 

ll June, despite overwhelming opposition, resolutely issued an edict concerning 

"the formulation of a definite state policy", proclaimed a series of reforms, and 
appointed the reformists to implement the new policies. In the economic sphere, 

a bureau of agriculture, industry and commerce was established to encourage land 
reclamation and private enterprise, and to reward inventions and new discoveries. 
Anyone who could invent or discover any method to promote production would be re- 
warded with either an office or certain patent rights. A general bureau was formed 
for railway construction and mining, and the former courier stations were replaced 

by an extensive postal service throughout the country. There was also reform of 
public finance and the compilation of state budgets. The special privileges granted 
by the state for the Bannermen were abolished, although provisions were made for them 
to make their own living. In the cultural and educational spheres, the civil service 
examination system was reformed with the abolition of the stereotyped "eight-legged" 
essay writing and the use of practical forms. A modern school system was established, 
including the founding of the Metropolitan College, the establishment of the Book 
Translation Burea:; for the translation of new foreign books, the establishment of 
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publishing houses and academic societies, and the sending of people abroad for study 
and travel. In the political sphere, sinecure posts and overlapping organizations 
which were always left idle were abolished. Officials of all ranks as well as the 
people were permitted to petition the throne, and official hindrance was strictly 
forbidden. In the military sphere, irregular forces were disbanded and a training 
program was adopted for the army and the navy. This new program remained in force 
until 21 September and was referred to as "The 100 Days Reform" because of its 
eryistence for exactly 103 days. 


Only 4 days after the proclamation of the "formulation of a definite state policy," 

the empress dowager began to clip Emperor Guang Xu's wings with a reshuffle of 

personnel. Weng Tonghe of the emperor's faction was dismissed and Ronglu of the 

empress dowager's faction was appointed viceroy of Jili Province, to be in command 

of the Beiyang (Northern) Army, composed of the Kansu Corps under Tong Fuxiang 

[5119 4395 4382], the Wuyi Corps under Nie Shicheng [5119 1102 2052] and the modern 

trained corps under Yuan Shikai [5913 0013 0418]. Ronglu was then the "all-powerful 
commander in chief and prime minister and no one dared to face up to him." On 

20 June, however, Yang Shenxiu [2799 3234 0218] and Song Bolu [1345 0130 7627], cen- 

sors of the emperor's faction, impeached Xu Yingkuo [6079 2019 7503], president of 

the Board of Rites, for “being conservative and stubborn in resisting the new policies" 

in a counterattack. Then on 8 July censor Wen Ti [2429 1229] again accused Kang 

Youwei of "ganging up with some officials to seize the control of state policies." | 
On 4 September, two presidents of the Board of Rites, Huaitabu [2037 1044 1580] and 
Xu Yingkui, were dismissed for obstructing under secretary Wang Zhao [3769 3564] from | 
approaching the throne and violating the imperial edict which encouraged people to 

express their opinious. On the following day, Emperor Guang Xu conferred on Tang 

Sitong, Yang Rui [2799 6904], Liu Guangdi [0491 0342 0966] and Lin Xu [2651 2485] 

the rank of Grade 4 officials with the duty of implementing the new policies. They 

were then called the "Four Secretaries of the Grand Council." The empress dowager's 

faction was also secretly preparing for a counterattack. This was not only a power 

scruggle within the ruling class of the Qing Dynasty, but also a contest between 

innovation and conservatism or between progressives and reactionaries. Grand Secre- 

tary Xu Tong [1776 2717] said: "We would rather see the state perish than to have 

its laws changed." Tang Sitong said: "China cannot become strong again until the 

feud between the two factions ends in a bloodbath." These remarks aptly summed up 

the essence of the struggle between the new and old factions. 


Under strong pressure from the feudal diehards, Emperor Guang Xu and the reformists 
tried to enlist the assistance of Yuan Shikai to restrain the empress dowager's 
faction. However, Yuan Shikai turned around and secretly reported everything to 
Ronglu. On 21 September, the empress dowager began a palace coup and Emperor Guang 
Xu was imprisoned in Yingtai, while Kang Youwei and Liang Qichao fled to Japan. 

On 28 September, at 1600 hours, ian Sitong, Yang Rui, Lin Xu, Yang Shenxiu, Liu 
Guangdi and Kang Guangren, all six of them, were beheaded at Chaishikou in Beijing. 
They are known as the "Six Gentlemen of the 1898 Reform Movement" in history. 


Thus the 1898 Reform Movement was finally strangled by the feudal diehard forces. 

The main cause of its failure was that the newly emerging Chinese bourgeoisie could 
not become an independent political force, while around the emperor the forces were 
not strong enough to resist the empress dowager's faction. Because of the limitations 
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of the age and the classes, the reformists could not possibly realize the nature of 
imperialism and feudalism and were widely separated from the broad masses. Hence 
their tragic failure.

MOTIVES, EFFECTS OF WESTERNIZATION MOVEMENT REEXAMINED 
Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 8 Sep 81 p 5

[Text] From the 1860's to the 1890's, some of those adaptable feudal statesmen in 
the Qing Government imported advanced guns, machinery, and science and technology 
from capitalist countries of the West in order to “inject some tonic” into that 
tottering regime: this was what people called the Westernization movement. Those 
who engaged in such activities were called Westernizers. Yi Shu, Zeng Guofan, Zuo 
Zongtong, Li Hongzhang, an“ Zhang Zhidong were representative personalities of this 
faction. 


The rise of the Westernization movement was by no means accidental. Its causes were 
diverse. In the first place, at the beginning of the 1860's, a peasant revolution 
was spreading like a raging fire and had become the Qing government's "serious in- 
ternal trouble." Those like Zeng, Li, and others who were charged with the direct 
responsibility of “exterminating the long-haired rebels" were of the opinion that 
unless foreign guns were utilized, this "intcrnal worry" could not be relieved. 
Secondly, after sustaining the blows of the two Opium Wars, part of the ruling class 
felt deeply that foreign capitalism was seriously threatening the Qing government's 
existence in military, economic, and ideological areas, and they maintained that 
“whether the foreigners are for us or against us is invariably dependent on whether 
we in China are strong or weak enough." Hence, people like Zeng, Zuo, and Li pro- 
posed to take advantage of the opportunity of “exterminating the long-haired rebels" 
and to a seriously study and acquire various manufactured machines and practical 
strength available overseas," "as the foreigners are glad to show off what they are 
good at." Furthermore, the idea of people like Lin Zexu, Wei Yuan, and others to 
"learn from the barbarians" their superior techniques in order to "control the 
barbarians" also caused the Westernization movement to erupt. Zuo Zongtong was 

one who clearly suggested that his resorting to "Westernization" was specifically 

to put into practice Wei Yuan's idea of "learning from their superior techniques 

in order to control them." 


The actual situation at the time was such that the Qing government was suffering 
defeats both internally and externally and, through such internal and external war- 
fare, it was directly experiencing the harsh effects of the Western countries’ 

fine instruments, strong ships, and powerful guns. Thus it was natural that this 
Western‘zation movement was to begin with the military aspect. The period from the 
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1860's to the middle of the 1870's constituted the first stage of the Westernization 
movement. During this period the Westernizers, while purchasing guns from foreign 
countries, at the same time created a number of military industries in Anhui, Jiang- 
su, Fujian, Zhidi, Hubei, Sichuan, Gansu, and other provinces. The most famous of 
these were the Anqing Munitions Factory, Jiangnan Manufacturing Main Office, Jinling 
Machinery Plant, Fuzhou Shipyard, Tianjin Machinery Plant, and Hubei Gun Factory. 
These military industries’ production funds were allocated by the state treasury, 
and the guns, ammunition, and vessels produced were distributed by the government 
for use by the troops. The cost of these products was never accounted for, nor did 
they participate in any market exchange in the form of commodities. 


Along with the rise of these military industries, the Westernizers imitated England, 
France, and other countries in "opening up coal mines, building railroads, and de- 
veloping commerce." This was the second stage of the Westernization movement--that 
is, when railroads, shipping, the telegraph, mining, metallurgical refining, tex- 
tiles, and establishments and undertakings of the like were copied. From the 1870's 
to the 1890's, the Westernizers created altogether over 20 civilian enterprises. 

The most important among them were the Shanghai Merchants Steamship Company, the 
Kaiping Bureau of Mines, Taiwan Jilong Coal Mine, Tianjin Telegraph Office, Tianjin- 
Shanhaiguan Railroad, Lanzhou Wool Bureau, Shanghai Bureau of Machinemade Cloth, 
Hubei Iron Administration, Hubai Textile Bureau, Guizhou Iron Works, Heilongjiang 
Mohe Gold Mine, etc. These enterprises respectively adopted the methods of official 
management, commercial management under official supervision, and joint official- 
commercial management. As for their machinery, it was acquired the same way the 
military industries and departments had done, by purchase from England, France, 
Germany, the United States, and Japan. Some "foreign technicians" also were employed. 


Along with the establishment of these civilian enterprises, the Westernizers at the 
same time shifted the focus of such military industries from land to the construc- 
tion of modern naval defenses. By the middle of the 1870's, the Taiping Army and 
the Nian Army, and similar peasant uprisings had been suppressed, and contradictions 
between the Qing government and foreign capitalism became sharper. In view of ex- 
periences like the Tianjin religious incident, Tsarist Russia's occupation of Yili, 
and Japan's dispatch of troops to Taiwan, etc., the Westernizers proposed to "pur- 
chase iron vessels, torpedoes, and all useful munitions quickly" in order to reinforce 
the defense of strategic points along the coast. Hence, in 1875 the Qing government 
granted its approval to allocate 4 million taels in customs duties and lijin taxes 
each year to build within 10 years the three naval units of the Southern Sea, the 
Northern Sea, and the Guangdong Sea. By 1884, all three units had become sizable, 
but during the Sino-French conflict the Fujian naval unit was totally annihilated 
right away, and the Southern Sea unit also suffered great losses. In 1885, the 
Naval Office was established to take charge of all matters concerning naval defense. 
In 1888, Li Hongzhang expanded the Northern Sea naval unit into the Northern Fleet 
and also built the Lushun wharf and Weihaiwei harbor; it became the largest naval 
unit of the time. However, because naval funds were mostly shifted by Empress Cixi 
to the building of Yiheyuan, it was not until the Sino-Japanese War of 1894 that 

any more vessels added. 


In addition, in order to train solid, usefu] technical personnel, the Westernizers 


from 1862 on undertook at various points to establish the Capital Language Institute, 
the Shanghai Foreign Language Institute, the Guangzhou Language Institute, the Fuzhou 
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Shipbuilding School, the Tianjin Naval Academy, the Tianjin Military Academy, the 
Guangdong Naval Academy, the Hubei Self-Strengthening School, and others--totaling 
more than 20 modern schools. The curricular arrangements for these schools went 
radically against the normal tradition of several thousand years in China, with 
foreign languages and modern science and technology replacing Confucian learning as 
the main subjects. Apart from these schools run by the provinces, the Westernizers 
also sent more than 200 students in different groups to certain countries in Europe 
and America between 1872 and 1886. After these students completed their studies and 
returned home, they were mostly assigned as core furces to enterprises such as 
telegraph, shipbuilding, manufacturing, and others. People like Zhan Tianyou, and 
Yan Fu thus became the most outstanding among those who were known to all. All this 
also became the content of the Westernization movement. 


The Westernization movement came to a close along with the annihilation of the 
Northern Fleet during the 1894 Sino-Japanese War and the loss of influence of Li 
Hongzhang and others in that year. There were many causes for its failure, but the 
most fundamental reason was that, in a situation in which the feudal production 
relations in the entire society underwent no change, all plans to develop modern 
industries were like building a tower on sand. They could scarcely succeed.

[Text] The 6th plenary session of the llth CCP Central Committee emphatically 
pointed out that promoting more young and middle-aged cadres to leading posts at 

all levels is a pressing strategic task; that it is imperative to resolutely abolish 
the lifelong tenure of cadres, a system that is definitely harmful; that cadres 
getting on in years must step down and that cadres who combine ability and political 
integrity and who are in the prime of life should be promoted to leading posts. 


However, due to opposition by that top authority at the central level, the extremely 
important task of reducing the cadres’ average age cannot be accomplished to this 
day. 


Moreover, conditions are not lacking for solving the age problem of cadres quickly. 
As we all know, young and middle-aged cadres account for more than 60 percent of 
our country's 20 million cadres. About “4 to 5 million specialized and technical 
cadres have been trained since liberation. We have plenty of qualified people. 


As pointed out by Comrade Hu Yaobang, cadres in their forties and fifties are a 
valuable asset of the country. [Tromoting them to leading posts at various levels 
will be in the interests of the state and the people. First, they are in the prime 
of life and can work untiringly for 15 or 16 hours each day. Second, they were 
generally educated before the "cultural revolution" and are better equipped with 
scientific and technical knowledge. Third, being middle-aged, they have accumulated 
rich experience in political life. They have shared weal and woe and been through 
thick and thin together with the masses in the most difficult period in our history. 
They have seen with their own eyes the great losses to the country and the sufferings 
of the people caused by arbitrary individual rule, bad work style and wrong ways 

of leadership. Therefore, they will rot repeat historical mistakes. In short, 

only those cadres in their forties and fifties can lead our country out of the blind 
alley and onto the correct road of national construction. 


However, due to all kinds of obstacles, only a very small number of cadres in their 
forties and fifties have been promoted to leading posts. According to State Council 
Statistics, om the average only one young or middle-aged cadre has been promoted 
into the leading body in each of the enterprises and establishments directly under 
the State Council in the past few years. The number of young and middle-aged 

cadres assigned to state organs at the central level and leading bodies at the 
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provincial and municipal level is even smaller. Absolutely no young or middle-aged 
cadres have been promoted to leading posts in higher leading organs such as the 
Political Bureau or Military Commission of the Party Central Committee. Most of 
the members of the Political Bureau and Military Commission are advanced in years. 
For example, Ye Jianying is 83 years old; Comrade Deng Xiaoping is 77; Comrades 

Li Xiannian and Chen Yun are 76; Peng Zhen, Nie Rongzhen and Huang Kecheng are 
about 80. In Comrade Deng Xiaoping's words, Hu ’aobang and Zhao Ziyang are cadres 


in the prime of life. In fact, they are both over 60. Other leaders are approaching 
70. 


Since the 6th plenary session put forth the task of reducing the average age of 
cadres, an example should have been set in promoting young and middle-aged cadres 

to leading posts at the central level. However, not only has this failed to happen, 
but on Comrade Deng Xiaoping's instruction, 77-year-old Yang Shangkun has been 
appointed secretary general of the Military Commission. 


Unless caures in the prime of life are widely promoted to leading posts, it is 
impossible to solve the problem of reducing the average age of leading cadres, and 
it is impossible to consolidate the leading bodies at the central and local levels. 
In short, the earlier old cadres in their seventies and eighties step down and 
cadres in their forties and fifties are promoted to first-line leading posts, 

the greater will be the benefit to the country and people.

The burden of reception incurred on local postal stations is acknowledged 
and great appreciation is due to them. At overnight stops, family-style food is 
sufficient, no need to prepare a whole banquet. Do not prepare special delicacies 
so that unnecessary expenses can be saved. This is not meant to be ceremonious... 
These words will be backed by law. Abide by them without transgression." It was 
so meticulously stipulated and the language was so sincere. Moreover, "words will 
be backed by law." It was not mere euphemisum; historical evidence proved that 
Lin Zexu was not just spouting hot air. He really merits our respect. 


This was about a feudal personality connected with a feudal event. It is well 
known that Lin Zexu defended but the interest of his social class. Nevertheless, 
his style on official tour of duty makes some of our comrades pale in comparison. 
For some comrades to go on "official tour of duty," (or called "inspection," or 
"examination of work") before his departure, "advance" personnel already left for 
the location. Upon his arrival, it goes without saying that a "full banquet” was 
served. Even if one was concerned with the authority of "regulations," he would 
merely say "don't do it again." No one backed his words with law or took a drastic 
action to “boycott banquet." 


"Thrift makes success, extravagance leads to ruin" sums up the experience from 
centuries of history. We the proletariat and the communist relied on the tradition 
of strenuois revolutionary struggle to score one victory after another before the 
regime was 2stablished. So shovld we hold on to it now that the regime is estab- 
lished. Here I am reminded of an anecdote of Peng Dehuai on official tour of duty. 


During the Korea. War, once Marshall Peng went on toiinspect a certain troop of 
the volunteer army An administrator of the troop told the cook to prepare eight 
dishes. At meal time, Marshall Peng, looking at the table, immediately called the 
guard to summon the administrator and asked him softly: 
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"For whom are these sumptuous dishes prepared?" 
"For leading cadres and those from the ministry." 


"Can three people consume all this food? If you have a party at home, you would be 
calculating carefully. My meal allowance can only pay for two dishes. Who is 
going to pay for the rest? To exceed the ration system is not right. We must 
treat national resources with the same care as we treat our own." 


In comparison, can those who are extravagant at the state's expense and squander 
people's hard labor remain unaffected? It is the time now for them to wake up and 
seriously implement the "regulations."

STUDY ‘RESOLUTION’ FOR SAKE OF GOOD WORKSTYLE

[Text] Today, people often ask this type of question: Why hasn't our party work- 
style yet taken a fundamental turn for the better, even though it is showing con- 
siderable progress? Why do devious workstyles still seriously prevail in some lo- 
calities and units? This merits profound reflection. The reasons why devious work- 
styles still exist can only be multifarious. Viewed from our work, at least the 
following three aspects are involved: First, our ideological perception is not yet 
sufficiently consistent as to the serious and harmful nature of such devious work- 
style. Second, we have not yet exerted sufficient efforts to put forth positive 
struggles against such devious workstyles within the party, and we have not been 
able to fully make use of the powerful weapon of criticism and self-criticism in 
constantly cleansing the dust from ourselves. And third, our reward and punish- 
ment measures have not been distinctive enough; we have not applied discipline 
strictly enough. 


We must unify our perception of the establishment of good party workstyle and our 
rectification of devious workstyle through study of the "Resolution." In this re- 
gard, there is quite a lot of muddled or even very erroneous thinking among some of 
our party members and even certain party organizations today. Some are satisfied 
merely with the correctness of the line, principles, and policies of our party but 
overlook the assuring role of our party workstyle in realizing the party's line, 
principles, and policies, thinking that it is of no importance whether or not they 
grasp our party workstyle. On the question of grasping our party workstyle, they 
may sometimes pay lipservice, but deep in their minds they think otherwise, and in- 
sofar as devious workstyles are concerned, they simply open one eye and close one 
eye and let [devious workstyles] spread on their own. Some put the grasping of 

t'2 construction of our party workstyle in opposition to the grasping of our eco- 
nomic construction, in the belief that grasping party workstyle would affect the 
enthusiasm of the cadres and hamper the development of production and the livening 
of the economy. Thus they not only fail to grasp such devious workstyles but, on 
the contrary, even condone and shield them and allow certain people to take advant- 
age of the convenience in their work and strike up relationships together to seek 
private gain, thereby giving an unrestricted "green light" to such devious practices 
as free entertainment and the presentation of gifts and such illegal conduct as 
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giving or accepting bribes and blackmail and extortion. Others openly promote and 
support the practice of resorting to devious measures, show their enthusiasm for 
working on "the science of striking up desirable relationships" and for establishing 
“households of good relations," and take free entertainment and the presentation 

of gifts or even the carrying out of bribes as ways to run things and to solve pro- 
blems, in the belief that unless this is done, no practical problems will be solved. 
[Such persons] allege that "since a commodity economy still prevails, free enter- 
tainment and presentations of gifts are inevitable"; that "if one's free entertain- 
ment and presentations of gifts are limited, the development of his business is 
likely to be limited as well, whereas if one's free entertainment and presentations 
of gifts are generous, the development of his business is also likely to be pro- 
fuse"; and that "when one spends a little money for the sake of making a lot of 
money, what he loses is far less than what he gains." Such erroneous talk and 
practice on their part confuse the different characters of the socialist commodity 
economy and the capitalist commodity economy, mix the goals and means of socialist 
competition and capitalist competition in the same vein, and equate the style of 
socialist management with that of capitalist management. As a matter of fact, many 
devious practices have developed and spread far and wide precisely under the erro- 
neous ideological guidance of certain leading organs and leading cadres. If we 
should ask whence the obstacles to the rectification of such devious practices 

come, they mainly come from this factor. If the erroneous thinking of these comrades 
is not corrected, it will be hard for the devious practices of the localities, de- 
partments, and units under their leadership to be corrected. Therefore, unification 
of our perception is of primary importance. Studying the "Resolution" enables us 

to understand this historical experience from the several decades of our party's 
fighting process: When our party workstyle is good, our party leadership is streng- 
thened; when our party workstyle is not good, our party leadership is weakened. 

This is because the party's line, principles, and policies are realized by means of 
our party members and party cadres exerting their leadership over the masses, and 
because the masses also base their treatment and their understanding of our party 
through the good or bad workstyle of our party members and party cadres who carry 
out the party's policies and the good or bad workstyle of our party's leading organs. 
Consequently, the workstyle of a party, especially the workstyle of a party in power, 
is a major question that is tied to the realization of the party's leadership or 
even to the party's life and death. We must never treat it lightly. 


We must use the powerful weapon of criticism and self-criticism to launch positive 
struggles against all erroneous ideas and behavior that violate the "guiding princi- 
ples" and the state's policies and edicts, rules and regulations, and against all 
devious practices. Criticism and self-criticism constitute one of our party's three 
major workstyles. Relatively older comrades are all aware that our party members 

and cadres have all grown up by continuously carrying out criticism and self-criticism 
in the past. But today some comrades neither wish to resort to self-criticism nor 
dare to launch criticism against others. This is because some of them are "officials" 
and therefore are proud of the contributions they have made. They think they are 
smart and hence are not subject to criticism. There are also some who happen to 

be too selfish. Today they worry about not being able to strike up a good relation- 
ship with this person; tomorrow they are afraid of attack and retaliation; the day 
after tomorrow they are afraid of offending people; and the day after that they 

worry about not being able to acquire a certain advantage. Thus they are swayed by 
considerations of gain and loss and by all kinds of worries, and hence they dare not 
struggle against incorrect thinking and conduct. There are also comrades who con- 
fuse correct criticism with swinging the stick, and who start to jump very high as 
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soon as they face criticism, saying that "the stick is being swung again." In the 
case of certain leading cadres, in particular, they fail to demonstrate a clear- 
cut attitude when confronted with the question of right and wrong; they dare not 
support what is good nor criticize what is bad; they refuse to control what they 
should control and handle what they should handle; and they waver and remain vague 
on everything. Thus, in some localities and units no resistance or crackdown is 
offered with respect to devious trends, nor exaltation with respect to legitimate 
practices. Comrade Hu Yaobang profoundly pointed out in his "1 July" speech: "Com- 
munists should take a clear-cut stand on questions of principle and should uphold 
truth. Every party member should uphold the party spirit and be unequivocal in his 
position on questions of right and wrong which involve the interests of the party 
and the people, and should show clearly what he is for and what he is against. The 
rotten and vulgar practice of trying to be on good terms with everybody at the ex- 
pense of principle is incompatible with the proletarian character of our party." 
"As long as we fully revive and carry forward this fine tradition of criticism and 
self-criticism, the organic body of our party will undoubtedly continue to show 
inexhaustible vitality and will never show signs of decay." 





We must resolutely run things according to the "Guiding Principles for Inner-Party 
Political Life" and strictly enforce party discipline. Today, some comrades look 

but see nothing and listen but hear nothing about devious practices; they refuse 

to criticize them and refuse to struggle against them. Some comrades offer favori- 
tism as a shield to those who resort to devious practices, plead their cases in | 
their behalf in order to turn major cases into minor ones and minor ones into no- 
thing, and even openly hold out against dealing with them. There also are comrades | 
who are deterred by the power and position they face and thereby fail to deal fair- 
ly with things. Of course, dealing with those who resort to devious practices is 

the same as dealing with others who make mistakes: The party's principle in this 
regard is always to "learn from past mistakes to avoid future ones and cure the ill- 
ness to save the patient's by stressing education as the principal measure and by 
taking punishment as an auxiliary measure without relishing penalties. Meting out 
necessary disciplinary punishment to someone has the goal of educating the person 

who has made the mistake as well as other comrades. But in reality, if discipline 
becomes lax, it automatically creates a condoning effect. The discipline-inspection 
organs at various levels are the functional departments by which party committees 
grasp party workstyle and party discipline. Such organs must pay attention at all 
times to political and ideological unity within the party and spend their main energy 
heightening the fighting stamina of party organizations and maintaining party leader- 
ship and party prestige. They must take the carrying out of struggle against devious 
practices as one of their important tasks. With respect to devious practices and 
cases of violations of discipline, they must investigate and deal with each case 

they discover and also investigate and deal with as many cases as they discover. 

They must mobilize and support party members and cadres and the masses in their 
struggle against devious practices. The more important the cadre whose conduct 
violates the law or discipline at the expense of the promulgations of the party and 
the state, the more courageously the higher level party committee must exert itself 
in criticizing him, stopping him, and meting our disciplinary punishment to him. In 
the case of those who commit offenses with clear knowledge and who refuse to change 
their ways even after repeated education, it must increase the punishment, up to 
expulsion from party membership. Those who commit corruption by accepting bribes 

or who encroach upon state or collective property by [using] the convenience of their 
office must all return or repay what they take. All those who hinder the examination 
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of devious practices and disciplinary questions, whether they are individuals or 
organizations, should be punished according to party discipline. 


I think that if we can carry out the above three measures, the devious practices 
which prevail at present are bound to be corrected, and our fine party workstyle 
is bound to be revived and carried forward.

PENG DEHUAI'S 'FEAR' EXPLAINED, APPLAUDED

[Text] In an article describing Comrade Peng Dehuai talking to his subordinates, Ba 
Jin said he "talked to them like a senior person to his children." When he saw 

[the article], Commander in Chief Peng felt very uneasy and wrote a special letter to 
Ba Jin. In the letter he said: "The phrase ‘talked to them like a senior person 

to his children" may be changed to ‘talked to them as if he was addressing members of 
a harmonious family.’ I hope very much to see such a change; would this be permiss- 
ible? Secondly, I am a very small man. Describing me in too big [terms] makes me 
somewhat afraid!" 


Everyone knows that Comrade Peng Dehuai, who was praised by Chairman Mao as the 
"Great General Peng," was a selfless and dauntless communist warrior of great forti- 
tude. He dared to "cross his sword atop his horse" before a powerful enemy on the 
one hand, while on the other hand he was not afraid of mountainous pressure from 
within the party. Yet, he was "somewhat afraid" of praise. Why is "praise" so 
fearsome? Is this not worthy of our deep reflection? 


"Priase" may be of two kinds: one is inflated by "trumpeters," while the other re- 
sults from good men seeking truth from facts from the bottom of their hearts. In- 
tentionally exaggerated praise is actually "buttering-up," a sugar-coated bullet; 
its harm hardly needs to be explained. Then, would praise which is the result of 
seeking truth from facts be harmless to the praised--especially to those persons 
occupying leadership positions? This also may not be the case, because some people, 
once praised, may find their spiritual defense against arrogance and impetuosity 
immediately disintegrating; they thereby lose their ability to resist personal wor- 
ship, they deviate from the masses, and they deviate from the organization. Bad 
things such personal arbitrariness and patriarchal workstyle also begin to spread 
as a result. As an ancient saying put it: "If those above like something, those 
below will like it even more." Actually, not only if you "like" it, but even if 
you don't "like" it to begin with in your own heart or even dislike it somewhat: 

if you fail to come out and severely criticize and firmly stop it, those below will 
think that you have acquiesced and agreed with it. Then they will "praise”" you even 
harder, and that will provide those of a devious mind with an opportunity. In the 
case of a great number of people who from having a humble and modest disposition 
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with their guard up against arrogance and impetuosity to having a complacent, proud, 
conniving outlook, the evolution always took place gradually in an atmosphere steeped 
in "praise." 


A thorough materialist is fearless. But he is "afraid of praise alone," because 
once "praise" becomes profuse, one's "materialism" hardly becomes "thorough." On 
14 September 1918, when Lenin had recuperated from his would in an [attempted] 
assassination and saw that during the period of his treatment the newspapers had 
published many articles praising him, he angrily said to his secretary: "This 
simply won't do, I am a person just like anyone else...but now they have made me so 
prominent. This is too fearsome!" It looks as though ail Marxists are "afraid" of 
"praise" of themselves. 


In view of the painful lessons of the "Great Cultural Revolution," the Party Central 
Committee has proposed that it is necessary to prohibit all forms of personal wor- 
ship. This puts before leading cadres of all levels the question of correctly 
treating "praise." With respect to exaggerated praise, we should naturally cri- 
ticize and expose it relentlessly; but with respect to the kind of praise that re- 
sults from seeking truth from facts, we should also naturally adopt Commander in 
Chief Peng's position of earnestly "chatting" with the praiser. In a word, our 
leading comrades should raise their vigilance toward all kinds of praise and culti- 
vate a prudent and apprehensive awareness. This will be good to our cause, to the 
masses of the people, and to the leaders themselves.

[Text] Five years ago, Hua Guofeng, Ye Jianying and leading comrades of our army 
including Xu Xiangqian, Xu Shiyou, Chen Xilian and Li Desheng, with the support

Zhang-Yao gang of four, thereby putting an end to the 10 years of bloody fascist 
rule. Veteran party and army leaders such as Comrades Deng Xiaoping and Hu Yaobang, 
whose murders the gang of four planned but lacked enough time to carry out, and 
tens of thousands of other cadres and intellectuals thus have lived to this day

Comrade (Zhu Yuanshi) pointed out in a recent article: It was very difficult to 
check the turmoil of the “cultural revolution" during Comrade Mao Zedong's lifetime. 
This was because on the eve of the "cultural revolution," the Party Central 
Committee was already powerless to restrain Comrade Mao Zedong in any way. And 

the gang of four, with Comrade Mao Zedong's energetic support, became emboldened 
and did as it pleased. It even persecuted cadres and the masses with methods not 
permitted to be used even on enemies. This was one side of the picture. On the 
other side, even after the death of Comrade Mao Zedong, the gang of four had 
followers all over the country, and the force of habit of the “cultural revolution" 
prevailed. Under the circumstances, if not for the decisive actions of the leading 
comrades of the army, particularly the leading comrades of the Nanjing, Guangzhou, 
Beijing and Shenyang PLA units, at the risk of their lives, it would have been 
absolutely impossible to overthrow the gang of four so easily.

Moreover, after the downfall of the gang of four, it was exactly the leading 
comrades of our army who supported the reinstatement of the veteran cadres, 
particularly Comrade Deng Xiaoping who had been dismissed from all posts inside 
andoutside of the party. They not only tightly protected Comrade Deng Xiaoping 
against the wish of Comrade Mao Zedong and the gang of four but, afterwards, 
firmly supported him to take charge of the work of the Party Central Committee 
and the Military Commission. 
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However, after the domestic situation became stabilized, the principal central 
leaders promptly followed the habitual practice of feudal emperors, of "cooking

"BA YI" RAPS AIMS, RESULTS OF PRC MILITARY DRILL 
OW031325 (Clandestine) BA YI Radio in Mandarin to China 1400 GMT 2 Oct 81 


[Text] The military exercise held in Nei Monggol Autonomous Region revealed two 
problems: 1) the military training conducted in the past few years did not meet 
the needs of actual combat; 2) it was unwise to hold the exercise to show to the 
West, particularly the United States, China's determination to resist the Soviet 
Union. 


These problems cropped up during the exercise mainly because the leaders of the 
PLA units did not fully understand the directive iss:ed by the General S*aff Depart- 
ment last year that training must as much as possible meet the needs of actual 
combat. For instance, major antinuclear aid antichemical warfare equipment was 
not pulled out of dangerous positions quickly enough; the “enemies” were not 
expelled quickly enough; bunkers, shelters and other such structures were not used. 
In addition, some units were interested only in the [word indistinct] of their own 
divisions and regiments and failed to coordinate with fraternal units, Of course, 
the offices under the General Staff Department will eventually make an overall 
summary report on this exercise. However, one thing is sure: they failed to make 
overall, full preparations before the exercise. 


Also, it was improper to choose Nei Monggol region as the site for the exercise. 
Comrade Deng Xiaoping, chairman of the Military Commission, said: "This exercise 

is more important politically than militarily." But whether this predetermined 
political objective can be achieved is dubious. First, since the relations between 
China and the Soviet Union have already worsened to a great extent, there is no 

need to further aggravate them. Second, it is very naive to think that the exercise, 
by regarding outer Mongolia and the Soviet Union as the imaginary enemies, can 
change the Reagan administration's attitude toward our country. 


Over the past several years we have almost unconditionally supported all U.S. 
policies. However, the Shanghai communique on Sino-U.S. relations has gradually 
turned into no more than a scrap of waste paper. The recent “act on U.S. relations 
with Taiwan" actually reflects the practice of the two-China policy. 


Moreover, it should be noticed that the many measures taken recently by the United 
States to strengthen its strategic position in Southeast Asia are not meant to 
prevent Soviet expansion as some shortsighted people allege. It goes without saying 
that the Soviet strategic focus is in Europe. Now that the United States is 
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supplying the ASEAN countries with huge military aid and increasing its military 
loans to Indonesia, it is obviously regarding our country as its potential enemy. 
The U.S. trade volume with the ASEAN countries now exceeds 21.1 billion dollars 
while U.S. investments in these countries exceed 4.5 billion dollars. These 
important strategic and economic interests have forced the United States to counter 
China's increasingly powerful influence in these countries. 


Premier Zhou also repeatedly emphasized this when he was alive. This is also 
precisely why U.S. strategic guided missiles are aimed at more than 100 major 
targets in our country. By worsening Sino-Soviet relations one cannot expect to 
bring about a true Sino-U.S. alliance. It should be pointed out that any military 
exercise from now on should proceed from actual conditions and from China's 
long-term interests, even though its political importance is given priority.

ZHOU YANG REPORT ON LU XUN

[Text] Beijing, 27 Sep (XINHUA)--At the 25 September meeting in Beijing to 
commemorate the centenary of the birth of “u Xun, Comrade Zhou Yang delivered a 
report entitled "Persist in Lu Xun's Cultural Direction and Develop Lu Xun's 
Militant Tradition." Excerpts of the report follow: 


During the 100 years since Lu Xun was born, earthshaking changes have taken place 
in China as well as in the world. Now our great nation, led by the Chinese 
Communist Party and guided by Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought, has surmounted 
every difficulty and danger after long, tortuous and complicated struggles and is 
advancing with new strength and confidence toward the goal of building a socialist, 
powerful and modern country. Lu Xun was unable to see the birth of new China in 
the Orient, but during his lifetime of only several decades he made incalculable 
contributions to this great change, which is unprecedented in the thousands of 
years of Chinese history. Moreover, the influence of his works and thinking is 
worldwide. 


The great thinking of an era is invariably the social product of that time. Lu 
Xun's thinking was born at a time when the Chinese people's anti-imperialist and 
antifeudal struggles had suffered setbacks and failures and was developing again 
with immense vigor. Lu Xun came into being as a great figure at the time of the 
drastic change; he was created by the revolutionary struggles. 


His talent and cultivation did not make him a mere writer and scholar; it turned 
him into a heroic fighter standing at the forefront of the times in fighting 
thorougtly against imperialism and feudalism, an outstanding pioneer in the 
ideological emancipation movement and a great communist. 


Lu Xun's thinking developed through a relatively long process of pain and intensive 
contradictions, from learning foreign affairs to supporting the reform movement to 
supporting the democratic revolution aimed at overthrowing the rule of the Qing 
Dynasty. Lu Xun's thinking developed in step with the development of the times. 

As early as the "4 May movement" period, he sided with the pioneers who took the 
journal new youth as representative of their central thinking, including the 
earliest communist Li Dazhao. He also directly joined a number of international 
antifascist struggles in support of the proletariat and progressive personages of 
foreign countries. In the rigorous domestic and international political struggles 
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and in the movement to oppose the Kuomintarg's counterrevolutionary cultural 
“encirclement and suppression,” Lu Xun became a staunch standard bearer for the 
proletarian revolutionary culture of China and acted as an unwavering proletarian 
revolutionary and a great communist fighter. Lu Xun's road was a typical reflection 
of the road taken by the outstanding Chinese intellectuals of the 20th century 

in continuing to pursue truth and advance--a road of continued advance from 
patriotism and democracy to socialism and communism. 


lu Xun created brilliant literary works. Not fearing the difficulty involved, 
he scaled the height of China's modern literature and art and became the greatest 
founder and trailblazer of our new culture. 


Lu Xun made contributions in many fields, but his most prominent historical merit 
was on the cultural front. He used his outstanding feats to point out a new direc- 
tion for the Chinese culture. Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out correctly: "Lu 

Xun's direction is the direction of the new Chinese culture." Generally speaking, 
this is a national scientific and mass direction. The cultural direction that 

Lu Xun stood for is not out of date because of the completion of the new democratic 
revolution. It will further develop with the advance of our program of socialist 
modernization. Lu Xun's direction is still the one that we should keep to and 
develop. His heritage remains to be the treasure for our promotion of the socialist 
spiritual civilization and an indisputable forerunning guide and beacon light for 
the advance of the Chinese culture. 


Without exception, the great culture of a country has its striking national 
characteristics and its own originality. It belongs to both the nation and the 
world. In other words, we can say that because it is a nation's culture it is 
part of the world culture. The inscription “the soul of our nation," written by 
Lu Xun's old friend Shen Junru after Lu Xun's death precisely indicated the high 
value people attached to him. With his outstanding creativity and national style, 
Lu Xun portrayed the suffering and indignation of our nation. More importantly, 
he portrayed our nation's most valuable quality, its most honorable thinking and 
sentiments and its most persistent fighting spirit. From Lu Xun himself and from 
his works we can find the essence of our nation's rich thinking, the wisdom, 
warmheartedness and creativity of the Chinese people in the semicolonial and semi- 
feudal society and the real soul of our nation. 


During the period of the "4 May movement," Lu Xun fiercely attacked Chinese tradi- 
tional culture, but he was never a national nihilist. He was good at distinguishing 
between the essence and dross of our traditional culture. With intensive and 
extensive concern and indignation, he had to attack the weak points of our nation 
in order to revive it. No one else in the history of Chinese ideology and culture 
had made such conscientious and profound analysis and criticism of our people's 
negative features. At the same time, however, Lu Xun never forgot that in our 
nation there were a lot of hardworking people who were willing to give their lives 
for the interests of the people and that these people were the backbone of our 
nation and constituted the force for the survival and advance of our nation. 

lu Xun was a man who fully respected foreigners and was good at learning their 
strong points. However, he was also a man with a high sense of national pride 

and dignity and a great patriot as strong as iron and steel. 
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On the one hand, Lu Xun practiced the "takeover doctrine" in absorbing foreign 
culture to develop our own national culture. On the other hand, he introduced 

the achievements of our national culture to the world so as to spur on the develop- 
ment of world culture. He upheld the idea of blending the national with the inter- 
national and integrating patriotism with internationalism. He opposed both 
complacense and the style of improperly belittling ourselves, worshipping foreign 
things and fawning on foreigners. He looked down upon the “waiter style," which 
lacks national pride and is servile to foreigners. He also despised the comprador 
writers who thought China was lagging behind others in everything. Just as in 
dealing with opium, he tried to sweep away the dispirited culture, either introduced 
from the West or created at home, which poisoned the young people. He was indeed 

a defender of the spiritual health of our people and young men. Lu Xun's experience 
tells us that a good national writer should at all times be loyal to most people 

of his nation and should be good at developing the nation's fine cultural tradition. 
At the same time, he should have the farsightedness to break through the narrow 
national ‘imitations, grasp the trend of the progress of world culture and be adept 
at assimilating foreign culture to enrich ourselves so the culture of our nation 
will continuously advance. Lu Xun was exactly such a man to boldly assimilate 

the strong points of foreign writers while having a profound knowledge of our own 
national culture. He knew very well the history and current condition of the 
Chinese nation. Because of this, it was not accidental that he became a great 
representative of Chinese culture, which occupies a significant position in the 
world. 


To inherit Lu Xun's militant tradition in promoting the socialist spiritual 
civilization, we should carry forward his revolutionary spirit and scientific 
spirit in a way suited to today's actual situation. We should also do well in 
combining these two kinds of spirits. All social activities carried out by Lu 
Xun, including those in the literary and art fields, were based on his enthusiasm 
in cherishing the motherland and the people and in trying to make social reforms. 
While carrying out these activities, he always took a scientific approach. 


After Lu Xun had decided to uphold the Marxist scientific world outlook, there 
was a further improvement of his scientific spirit, and his knowledge of Chinese 
society and the rule for the development of literature and art attained a still 
higher level. He called Marxism "the fundamental and practical social science," 
which he believed was conducive to the advance of literature and art. 


Exactly as he himself said, Lu Xun accepted Marxism after he had drawn "lessons 
from facts." Among the truth-seeking Chinese, Lu Xun was one of the earliest 
people to come in contact with Marxism, but he did not accept it at that time. 

[t was not until he had seen the 1911 revolution and other numerous incidents that 
he came to realize that only the Marxist analysis of human society and the road 
charted by Marxism were correct and that Marxism was suited to China's condition 
and required for saving our country. Then he resolutely corrected his ideological 
"deviation" and accepted the science of Marxism. In the hard years of white terror 
when “every family was a portrait of distress" in the wake of the "12 April" 
incident of 1927, Lu Xun boldly stepped forward and openly stood under the banner 
of the Chinese Communist Party. 
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Since lu Xun's faith in Marxism was based cn his deep understanding of the Chinese 
social condition and the law governing the development of history, he did not display 
the least sign of dogmatism when using Marxism to guide his words, deeds and 
writing. He was able to understand people, comment on world affairs and analyze 
the complicated social contradictions in a way more thorough and deep than ever. 

He had a more profound and practical understanding of the actual revolutionary 
Struggle, the state of the revolutionary ranks and their strength and weakness. 
Over and over again he stressed that a revolutionary should “understand the reality 
of revolution." He pointed out: "Revolution is painful. It is bound to have 
dirt and blood and is by no means as interesting and perfect as some poets have 
thought. In particular, revolution is a practical thing, requiring a variety of 
humble and troublesome work. It is by no means as romantic as some poets have 
thought. In addition, revolution requires destruction, but construction is needed 
more. Destruction is a delightful job, but construction is a troublesome thing." 
For this reason, he was never intimidated by blood stains nor overcome by difficulties 
and setbacks. In the extremely difficult period of the revolution, he still 
believed that only the new rising proletariat had a future. In the march of the 
revolutionary ranks, some withdrew, some ran away, some became disappointed, and 
some rebelled, but his faith persisted in the revolutionary cause. He was deeply 
aware that all these were inevitable phenomena in the course of the revolution. 
With such a firm revolutionary faith, he fought to the last moment of his life, 
showing the most valuable revolutionary integrity and political quality of an 
intellectual believing in communisn. 


All his life Lu Xun applied his revolutionary spirit and scientific approach to 
his artistic practice and persisted in taking the road of revolutionary realism 

in his creative work. Since the "4 May" era, he always followed orders of the 
revolutionary forerunners and even referred to his own writings as "order-following 
literature." On the other hand, he was always faithful to artistic truthfulness, 
loudly calling on writers and artists to boldly open their eyes to observe society. 
He repeatedly stressed that a revolutionary writer should first of all be a 
revolutionary and personally experience a revolutionary life, for this was the 

only way not to misrepresent the revolution. While stressing that revolutionary 
writers should look reality in the face, Lu Xun also pointed out that they should 
have lofty goals and ideals. Lu Xun's scientific attitude lay not only in his 
attention to reality but also in his emphasis on proceeding from reality and 
tirelessly pursuing lofty goals and ideals. One important reason for the high 
level of maturity of Lu Xun"s works was the fact that his realism was a combination 
of reality and ideals, able to fire men with enthusiasm to reform society and 
increase their strength to struggle toward their great goal. 


Lu Xun's scientific attitude was not only applied to his creative work but also 
prominently embodied in his social and literary criticism. Lu Xun's militant life 
was a life devoted to a thorough criticism of the feudalistic and bourgeois old 
society and old culture. He regarded his essays as a reflex action and a means of 
attack and defense, and he maintained that "a writer's task is to make a prompt 
answer or stand against harmful things." 


Lu Xun often pointed out that we needed strong critics who knew social science and 
we needed scientific criticism. This kind of criticism first of all should be 
out of "warm good intentions, 


that is, pure motives and the goal of unity. This 














kind of criticism is criticism seeking truth from facts and aimed at helping 
those criticized. Lu Xun never avoided mentioning his own viewpoints. Just as 
he was strict with himself, he often had disputes with his comrades in arms. He 
never easily let go of his comrades‘ shortcomings and mistakes, but sharply 
criticized them. He often warned them to pay attention to overcoming "left" 
ideas and sentiments. On the other hand he was always sincere toward them and 
correctly affirmed their strong points and achievements. 


Summing up the painful historical lesson, all of us who experienced the 10 years 

of internal disorder must never give up the weapon of criticism. We must never 
give up criticism and self-criticism. We must learn to use the weapon of criticism 
and self-criticism and correctly handle and solve contradictions among the people 
themselves. In order to make our criticisms suit the socialist spiritual civiliza- 
tion, it is necessary to raise the level of our literary criticism and criticism 

in various other fields (including self-criticism), making such criticism more 
effective and scientific. 


Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out in his "talks at the Yanan forum on literature and 
art’ that our literature and art are for the masses of the people, and in the first 
place for the workers, peasants and soldiers. Serving the people and socialism-- 
this is the orientation we must adhere to. Before his death, Lu Xun highly 
appraised Gorkiy saying that all of Gorkiy's lofty ideals came true and that the 
most important reason for this was that "he was one of the people and shared their 
grief, anger and joy." Lu Xun was also a person who mixed himself with the masses 
and shared the masses’ feelings. Throughout his life, he always had the sincerest, 
warmest and deepest love for the masses of the people. He cried out for them and 
fought for them. As a great writer, Lu Xun fought with his pen, coordinating his 
writing with the Chinese people's struggle for liberation under the leadership 

of the CCP. He used his pen as a dagger and a spear mercilessly exposing the 
darkness and crimes committed in China by imperialism, feudalism and domestic 

and foreign reactionaries. Through his personal struggle, Lu Xun contributed a 
tremendous force to ushering in the Chinese people's liberation. He was a most 
outstanding figure among our country's great revolutionary forerunners. His voice 
represented the aspirations of the Chinese people for revolution and liberation 
in the semicolonial and semifeudal society. His voice aroused strong sympathy 
among the masses of the people precisely because he was truly representing the 
Chinese people. Here lies Lu Xun'’s enduring strength. Comrade Mao Zedong called 
on all Communist Party members to emulate Lu Xun--"fierce-browed, I cooly defy 

a thousand pointing fingers and head-bowed, like a willing ox, I serve the 
children’--erd become oxen for the masses of the people, devoting their entire 
lives (Oo cue service of the people. ce askeu us to emulate the very essence of 

Lu Xun's great character--his ardent love for and dedication to the people. 


At first Lu Xun did not clearly see the role and place of the masses of the people 
in the entire course of history. After he accepted Marxism, he more consciously 
found that the material strength to reform China was with the masses of the people 
and that China's literature and art should pay chief attention to the masses of the 
people who constituted the vast majority of the nation. In 1930, in view of the 
prejudices of some bourgeois writers in our country, he emphatically pointed out: 
"The majority's strength is great and important. If those who aspire for reforms 
fail to deeply understand the masses' feelings and to try to guide and improve 
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them, then whatever brilliant writings and ,reat ideas they may produce, romantic 
or classic, will have nothing to do with the masses, but only for a few persons 
to express admirations for one another and derive some self-satisfaction in their 
studies." A major sign of Lu Xun's ideological maturity in his later years is 
that he saw that the great material strength to reform China, the strength to 
determine victory or defeat, lay in the masses of the people. 


To make the masses of the people the masters of culture, Lu Xun and his comrades 
made great efforts to popularize literature and art. He resolutely opposed the 
aristocratic and scholar-bureaucrat tendencies in writing and literature, opposed 
the intentional choice of difficult words and affected elegance and opposed turning 
writing and literature into “something for the privileged" and “tools of the 
privileged class." With great enthusiasm he advocated the reform of the written 
Chinese language and promoted the picture-story books, modern woodcuts and folk 
theatrical arts. At that time, popular works of literature and art loved by the 
people, such as picture-story books, were not taken seriously by many people. 

Lu Xun stepped forward, however, to defend them most touchingly. Lu Xun was a 
highly accomplished intellectual in China, but he was also a fervant advocate for 
the popularization of science and literature and art. He set a good example in 
combining popularization and the raising of standards. 


Lu Xun also resolutely opposed artistic tailism characterized by unprincipled 
catering and yielding to the masses. He had a revolutionary writer's high sense 

of mission and social responsibility toward the masses of the people. As a 
revolutionary intellectual, a revolutionary writer and artist, his lofty duty was 
"to give beneficial guidance" and not “to cater" to the masses. Lu Xun said: 

"Some people maintain that everything must meet the masses’ approval. Some even 
say that it is necessary to ‘cater to the masses,’ and deliberately use coarser 
words to please the masses. Those individuals certainly make a painstaking effort, 
but by acting in such a way they are becoming literary hacks for the masses." 

In making such a conclusion, Lu Xun was by no means deliberately exaggerating so 
as to create a sensation. In our era, if literature and art do not focus on the 
overall and long-range interests of the masses of the people, if they do not observe 
and understand life from the standpoint of the progressive elements of the masses, 
but lower the ideological level, substitute something vulgar for what is popular 
in the name of the masses and use some stimulating things to cater to the appetite 
of the backward among the masses and pollute the masses‘ minds, will it not turn 
writers and artists into new literary hacks? 


Lu Xun had a high sense of responsibility to the people. He placed the people's 
interests above everything else and always considered the objective social effects 
of literary works when published. It is particularly admirable that he made a 
conscious effort to remold himself and seriously analyzed himself. Today, our 
socialist revolutionary writers should learn from Lu Xun's keen sense of responsi- 
bility. It is wrong to regard this sense of responsibility as a kind of shackle 

to individual freedom. All revolutionary writers and artists with high aspirations 
should make this sense of responsibility an important part of their own artistic 
life and should not waver at any time. Only with this sense of responsibility can 
the orientation of our literature to serve the people and socialism become firm and 
capable of withstanding the test of history. 
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Lu Xun warned young writers and artists not to use literature as a stepping-stone 

to success, not to forego hard work after publishing one or two volumes of poems 

or novels and making a few small achievements and not to think that publishing a 

few essays or magazines for a year or so was a “great, unprecedented feat." At 

the same time, Lu Xun also hoped that literary critics would pay attention to 
protecting and inspiring the enthusiasm of young people to make long-lasting efforts, 
and not to "assassinate" them either by flattery or by abuse. This sincere and 
earnest teaching merits attention by all of us. 


The development of China's new culture that was opened up by revolutionary Chinese 
writers and artists represented by Lu Xun is incomparably broad. As long as we 
adhere to the line of the 3d plenary session of the party's 1lth Central Committee 
and the four fundamental principles directed by the Party Central Committee, 
conscientiously study the "resolution on certain questions in the history of our 
party since the founding of the PRC" adopted by the 6th plenary session of the 
llth Party Central Committee, insist on literature and art serving the people and 
socialism, unswervingly implement the policy of letting a hundred flowers blossom 
and a hundred schools of thought contend and arm our ranks with Marxism-Leninisn- 
Mao Zedong Thought, our literature and art assuredly will win still more brilliant 
victories. In the past century, our country has in the great struggles against 
feudalism and imperialism produced such cultural giants as Lu Xun, Guo Moruo and 
Mao Dun. Today, our country has entered a new historical period, and it is all 
the more necessary for a group of socialist cultural giants to come forward. 
Today, we solemnly commemorate the centennial of Lu Xun's birth to express our high 
respect for Lu Xun and also to place an earnest hope on the generation of new 
people of our country.

We hope that from now on more vanguards and trail- 
blazers will appear to break through brambles and thorns and charge forward to build

Although the road we have followed is by no means smooth, our country has come a 
long way after all and the Chinese nation is now full of vigor and vigs&lity. In 
the past few years, in the field of literature and art, we have revived and carried 
forward the fine tradition of revolutionary realism since the "4 May" and also 
radiated the new brilliance of revolutionary romanticism. Either in reflecting 
social life in depth and in breadth or in artistic forms, a number of outstanding 
writers and their works are pushing socialist literature and art to new levels and 
states. However, there are also quite a few shortcomings and mistakes in our work. 
Some writers and artists lean toward bourgeois liberalization and other erroneous 
tendencies and have not been promptly cricicized and struggled against--which they 
deserve--by the leadership. The weak and lax state of leadership over literature 
and art urgently needs to be overcome.

SHANGHAT UNIVERSITY SELECTS YOUNG CADRES AS LEADERS 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 25 Jul 81 p l 


[Article: ''Courageously Selecting and Training Young Cadres, Shanghai Jiaotong 
University Strengthens Leadership Group"] 


[Text] In recent years, Shanghai Jiaotong University's party committee has courage- 
ously selected and trained talented and capable young cadres to strengthen the uni- 
versity's leadership group. 


In 1977, the average age of five persons serving as secretaries and presidents and 
vice presidents was 63.6, and the president and vice president, Zhu Wuhua [2612 

3670 5478] and Zhou Zhihong [0711 1807 1347], were already 70 and 80 years old. In 
1978 the university chose four young cadres to fill the leadership group, and from 
outside the university chose two vice presidents, thus lowering the average age of 
the leadership group to 57.7. The young cadres made up 45 percent of the group. 

In 1980, the party committee agreed to the reassignment of two presidents who were 
over 70 to positions as second-level consultants and at the same time adopted the 
method of combining wide-ranging middle-level cadre recommendations and leadership 
agency examinations. With the approval of higher authorities, a 66-year-old first- 
level professor was made president, and two young and vigorous cadres were made first 
vice president and vice president. Through this readjustment the party and govern- 
ment separated, each doing its own job. In February of this year the party committee 
held an election and elected a young cadre to be deputy secretary of the party 
committee. Now the university leadership's average age is 54.5 years old, and young 
cadres make up 63.7 percent of the leadership group. Graduates of the university 
also make up 63.7 percent of the group. 


The university now has 62 persons who are ministerial- and departmental-level cadres; 
of this number, 25 were selected atter the smashing of the "gang o* four," 40 percent 
are about 45 years old, and most have a college education. In addition, departments 
are electing chairmen and deputy chairmen in order to strengthen young cadre forces. 
The party committee has conscientiously studied and observed and sought out reserve 
forces as the foundation for strengthening leadership in the future. 


Shanghai Jiaotong University has also dealt appropriately with the question of 
arrangements for old cadres and specialists who have been transferred to second- 
level positions, such as formulating "Several Vtews on Developing the School Con- 
sultant Role," establishing consultant groups, and further developing their role as 
guides, supervisors, and consultants. The university has designated persons to take 
care of the study and lives of old cadres who have left or retired. 
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STATISTICS ON NATIONAL COLLEGE ENTRANCE EXAM APPLICANTS

[Article: "Changes in Students Participating in This Year's National College En- 
trance Examinations; Increase in Proportion of National Minority Applicants, and 
Increase in Proportion of Applicants for Science, Engineering, Agriculture, and 
Medicine Over Last Year"] 


[Text] According to materials supplied by relevant sections, this year 2,589,000 
persons applied for national college entrance examinations. The proportion of 
students registering for examinations in science, engineering, agriculture, and 
medicine and the proportion of students who will graduate from urban middle schools 
this year is higher than last year. The proportion of domestic national minorities 
and students of overseas Chinese, Hong Kong-Macao, and Taiwan Province registry 
has increased over last year. 


This year there will be screening in Sichuan, Shaanxi, Gansu, Xinjiang, Shanxi, 
Hunan, Hubei, Heilongjiang, Jilin, Shandong, Jiangsu, Guangxi, and Henan, with an 
estimated 3.6 million students participating in the preselection. After the 
screening, the number who will take the examinations will be 1.25 million. 


Applicants by sex: more than 1.7 million males, or 66.3 percent (last year, 65.1 
percent), females: 870,000, or 33.7 percent (last year, 34.9 percent.) 


Examination category: letters: 680,000 applicants, or 26.4 percent (last year, 
33.2 percent); science, engineering, agriculture, and medicine: 1.83 million appli- 
cants, or 70.9 percent (last year, 66.8 percent); arts and physical education: 

66,00 applicants, or 2.6 percent. 


Applicant category: this year's graduates of urban middle schools: 640,000, or 
24.9 percent (last year, 20.3 percent); this year's graduates of rural middJe 
schools: 1.14 million, or 44.4 percent (last year, 50.1 percent); intellectual 
youths who have returned from the countryside, or intellectual youths who have gone 
to the mountains and villages: 460,000, or 17.8 percent (last year, 17.2 percent); 
workers, cadres, and soldiers who have transferred to other occupations: over 
60,000, or 2.4 percent (last year, 3.4 percent); others: 270,000, or 10.5 percent

Of students participating in the national college entrance examinations, applicants

[Text] Since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Central Committee of the CCP, 
23 professors and associate professors from Sichuan have been chosen as heads or 
deputy heads of institutes and schools in 15 institutions of higher learning, in- 
cluding Southwest Agricultural College, Chengdu College of Telecommunications 
Engineering, Chengdu Geological College, and the Sichuan College of Finance. 


The 23 professors and associate professors who have been chosen to join the leader- 
ship ranks of institutions of higher learning include party members and nonparty 
members. One-quarter of them are below the age of 55. They have been teaching in 
institutions of higher learning for a long time and have made important contributions 
to teaching and research. Professor Liu Mingzhao [0491 2494 6856], who has been 
made dean of Southwest Agricultural College, has been teaching for nearly 40 years. 
He has broad knowledge and profound attainments in genetics, biophysics, and bio- 
logical statistics. He and other faculty and students bred eight superior strains 

of cotton, making a contribution to the development of cotton production in Sichuan. 
The "heyu [0678 3768] No 1" corn variety, developed under his guidance, has already 
spread to a large area in Sichuan. His books "Cultivation" and "Evolution of World 
Cotton Cultivation" have a very high academic level. After Professor Lo Zhetan 

[5012 5832 3384] of the Chengdu Geological College graduated in 1942, he then went 
abroad for further study in the United States in 1948 and earned an M.S. In 1950 

he returned to China and has held the positions of deputy chairman and chairman of 
the Department of Geology at Chong Qing University, of the Department of Drilling 

at Beijing Petroleum College, and of the Department of Petroleum at Chengdu Geologi- 
cal College. In his scientific research he has not feared difficulty and has dared 
to explore and be creative, constantly introducing new theories, new techniques, and 
new methods, and has aspired to surpass advanced world levels. He is one of the 
first specialists in China to research raising the recovery ratio of oil strata, and 
he has accumulated a great deal of experience in forcing out oil with foam, CO» water 
flooding, and by heating the oil stratum. He has published many treatises and writ- 
ings." "On the Sedimentary Features and Reserve Strata of Triassic Oolitic Carbon- 
atite in Ancient Faults of South China Basin" which he helped write, was an exchange 
contribution to the 25th International Geological Association Conference and was well 
received by the international journal ECONOMIC GEOGRAPHY. For the past 31 years, 
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Professor Lo Zhetan has made important contributions in training petroleum and geo- 
logical technical specialists and in developing China's petroleum. Late last year 
he was made vice dean of Chengdu Geological College. 


After these 23 professors and associate professors assumed positions as heads and 
deputy heads of schools and institutes of higher learning, they worked hard as 
leaders in teaching and in scientific research as well as organizers of teaching 

and scientific research, and they played an important role in the teaching, scientific 
research, and executive management of their schools. After comrades Gao Zhiren [7559 
0037 0088] and Yang Feng [2799 7685], professors at Sichuan Agricultural College, 
were made vice deans, they were really willing to work hard. Under the leadership 

of the college party committee, they humbly listened to the opinions of the faculty, 
organized the improvement of the teaching and research work of the entire faculty of 
the college, and received good marks from the masses. After Professor Gu Deren 

[7357 17$5 0088], who is a specialist in pulse theory, color television, and radio 
technology, was made vice dean of Chengdu College of Telecommunications Engineering 
in February of this year, he went to the departments and laboratories to understand 
the situation and, together with the faculty, he studied and resolved problems in 
instruction and scientific research. He also made many proposals for building 
laboratories and readjusting the college's instructional system.

LIMITS TO LITERARY LICENSE LIMNED 
Lenin on Literature

[Text/ Of the many articles which have recently been written on the democracy of 

art and creative freedom, nearly all have cited the following saying by Lenin: “It 

is beyond dispute that literature is a matter which least lends itself to a mechanical 
norm, standardization and the dictum of the minority acceding to the majority. It is 
beyond dispute that this is a matter in which an individual's creative talent and 
interests must be given free rein.” 


Thus, Lenin, in making clear in an incisive manner the special laws innate to 
literature, demands that due respect be accorded the creative nature of art and the 
esthetic interests of a particular writer in the process of literary creation. It 

is for this reason that he termed the “literature of the party,” which is "a part 

of the total concern of the proletarian class," as truly “free literature." As is 
well-known, literature is a reflection of the objective life in society rather than 

a mechanical copy of it. It is the re-creation of art by making use of the form 

as a model. This involves the instillation and fusion of such elements as the 
subjective microcosm of the individual's thinking, his esthetic interests and his 
emotional style. For this reason, it is only by according him the fullest creative 
freedom that proletarian literature can be made to flourish. Having been through the 
l0-year pericd cf Pascist dictatorship imposed by the “gang of four,” we should allow 
writers to exercise their artistic ena creative talent to the full in their literary 
creation. 


Truth, however, has its limits. The overstepping of such limits is bound to result 

in error. What was also said by Lenin in the same piece of writing has seldom been 
touched upon in recent years. Lenin said, “Not only must we establish a free press, 

but we are also certain that it will be established. This freedom not cnly implies 
shaking off the oppression of the police, but also capitalism and entrenched privileges, 
and even the individualism of anarchism of the bourgeoise.” He pointed out sharply 

that “to live in society and to live freely and apart from society is an impossibility." 
The fact is that literature, being the “cogwheel and the screw” of the machinery of 

the entire proletarian revolution, “simply cannot be an individualistic enterprise 
divorced from the entire enterprise of the proletarian class." For this reason, it 
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Cannot have “absolute freedom" and be free from any restraint. People are fond of 
mouthing the saying "emancipate the mind and break through forbidden ground." What 
do the.e words actually mean? In my opinion, it means emancipation from the ultra- 
leftist line, from idealism and metaphysics and breaking through the forbidden ground 
of cultural dictatorship imposed by the "gang of four." We should speak fearlessly 
and in a forthright manner against such anachronisms. However, we must not break 
through what is proper and correct the way we break through "forbidden grounds." 

For instance, we must not only refrain from breaking through the four basic principles 
which served as the foundation for the establishment of the republic, but must 
resolutely strive for their implementation. Again, while there is nothing wrong to 
write about love, any indulgence in writings of a sexual nature will certainly be 
censured. At the present time, it ,cannot be denied that there are some comrades 

in the literary circles who take freedom and democracy to mean freedom from any 
restraint whatsoever and who consider it permissible to run amok at will. There are 
those who write articles openly advocating that writers should have the courage to 
take an “opposite stand" against the party. Articles have been written in favor of 
egotism, subjectivism and the subconscious and urging writers to refrain from writing 
about meritorious achievements which are beyond "their own feelings." Some writings 
are passive in style and pessimistic in tone. They tend to exaggerate particular 
instances and certain bright and dark sides of society as being representative of 

the bright and dark sides of the entire prevailing society. Some writings strive to 
play up what is startling, agonizing and blood-curdling and are partial to the 
undesirable trend of indulging in plots of a bizarre nature. Furthermore, poems and 
songs have been written such as "The General and the Soldier" whose aim it is to 
distort the relationship between the officers and men in the people's army. How can 
people derive strength and hope from works of this nature? How can such works serve 
to activate the positive socialist attitude of the people to expedite the implementation 
of the four modernizations? 


If that is meant by “creative freedom," it will, without a doubt, create havoc to the 
entire cause of the proletarian revolution. It can also be said that a small number 
of writers, given the absolute freedom they seek, are certain to deprive the masses 
of their freedom. For this reason, we must at all times and under all circumstances 
act in accordance with dialectical materialism and avoid going to extremes. While 
"we should permit the free competition of all types and varieties of literary works," 
we muSt call on writers to take a profound view of life and to look at people as they 
are and produce what is true to the times. It is only thus that we can be sure that 
probetarian works of literature will bring into full play what was said by Lenin about 
"serving thousands and tens of thousands of the laboring masses, their country's best 
interests, their country's power, and their country's future." 


Liberal Trend Attacked

/Text7 The Literary and Art Union of the province recently met to study and to 
discuss the "Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since the 
Founding of the People's Republic of China" and Comrade Hu Yaobang's speech at the 
meeting celebrating the 60th anniversary of the founding of the Chinese Communist 
Party, to review Chairman Mao's comments on the works of literature and art, to 
study and discuss the instructions handed down by comrades in leadership positions 
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in the Central Committee of the CCP on literature and art, to discuss ways and means 
to strengthen and improve upon the party leadership in literature and art, to 

launch a campaign to criticize works of literature and art in a correct manner and 
to rectify the liberal trend in literature and art since the Third Plenary Session 
of the llth Central Committee of the CCP. 


In the course of the discussion, it was unanimously agreed that since the smashing 

of the "gang of four" and especially since the Third Plenary Sessiqm of the llth 
Central Committee of the CCP, the situation as regards the battleline of literature 
and art in our province has been favorable and that there has emerged a new phase 

of unprecedented activity. However, under the influence of the liberalization 
tendency of the capitalist class, there has also emerged works which follow the wrong 
trend and certain mistaken viewpoints which run counter to the four basic principles. 
Particularly worthy of note is the fact that those engaged in literature and art, by 
failing to speak out against this erroneous trend and erroneous works in time and in 
a fearless and forthright manne:i, nave displayed an attitude of laxity and weakness. 
It was agreed that unless these problems are corrected in time, our literature and 
art will be in danger of being sidetracked from being dedicated to the service of the 
people and of socialism. 


Those present at the meeting engaged in an animated discussion on ways and means to 
Strengthen and improve upon the party's leadership in literature and art. It was 
pointed out by some comrades that, under the long-term leadership of the party in 
literature and art, those engaged in svch pursuits have willingly accepted the party 
leadership, that the works of literature and art have become the "cogwheel and the 


screw" of the entire revolution, tha: Leninism and the thought of Mao Zedong have always 


been the guiding thought in the work of revolutionary literature and art, that all 

the achievements in literature and art have resulted from strong and effective party 
leadership and that there can be no socialist literature and art in the absence of 
party leadership. Note was also taken that since the smashing of the “gang of four" 
and especially since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Central Committee of the 
CCP, the flourishing state of literature and art was made possible by the leadership 
in hewing to the correct political line of the party. At the present time, there has 
appeared a liberalization tendency among those engaged in literature and art who seek 
to weaken and to shake off party leadership. This cannot be tolerated. In the 

past, due to the damage done by the "gang of four” and certain policy errors committed 
by the party in exercising its leadership, some damage was done to the entire field 

of literature and art. That, however, cannot be used as justification for shaking off 
the correct leadership of the party. Since the Third Plenary Session of the llth 
Central Committee of the CCP, the Central Committee of the CCP has pursued a correct 
political line. In the works of literature and art, the party has clearly pointed to 
the direction of "dual endeavors," resolutely implemented the "two hundred" policy 

and the "three don'ts" principle, directed much attention and given due respect to 

the works of writers and artists, provided leadership to literature and art according 
to the regulatory laws pertaining to literary and artistic works, liberated to the 
largest possible extent the productive potential of literature and art, given full 
impetus to and brought into full play the positive attitude of those engaged in 
literature and art and lent great support to large numbers of those engaged in 
literary and artistic work. It is incumbent upon those engaged in literature and 

art to submit willingly to party leadership and the guidance of the party's political 
line, adhere strictly to the four basic principles, direct their efforts toward the 
production of a larger volume of literary and artistic works that are in tune with the 


spirit of the cimes, and heighten the enthusiasm of the people for socialist development. 
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In the course of the discussion, it was pointed out that there exists among the 
literary and art circles an undesirable practice, namely, the resentment of criticism 
and the dismissal of all criticism as an "attack," As a result, all literary and 
artistic reviews dwell on what is good and remain silent on what is bad and indulge 

in flattery without regard for principles. If this abnormal situation is not corrected, 
it will not only hamper the adoption of the correct view of the world on the part of 
writers and artists, but will also be prejudicial to the development and blossoming 

of literature and art as well. We must use criticism of literature and art as a 
weapon to set a method for criticism and we must give consideration to the effects 

of such criticism. We must not, under any circumstance, repeat the "leftist" mistakes 
of the past. The method of criticism characterized by the practice of giving 

people derogatory names indiscriminately, of launching an assault at will, of inflating 
minor matters into serious offenses to incriminate a person, of launching an attack 
without reason just for a moment's gratificatim, and of waging merciless struggles 
and cruel attacks can only do harm to our comrades without helping to resolve ideo- 
logical problems. It was agreed that in criticizing literature and art, we must be 
mindful of certain demarcation lines, namely, the demarcation between academic and 
political problems, the demarcation between the influence exerted by a momentary 

lapse in correct thinking and the influence exerted by reactionary thought, the 
demarcation between the contradictions among the people themselves and the con- 
tradictions between the enemy and ourselves, and the demarcatic between a temporary 
lapse of understanding and the stubborn persistence in holding on to me's errors. 

All problems relating to ideology and to contradictions among the people themselves 
should, for the sake of unity, be resolved in a new spirit of unity and on a new basis 
following a period of criticism and struggle. 


During the discussion, the participants also engaged in a spirited exchange of views 
on how to prevent and to overcome the laxity and weaknesses of leadership in literature 
and art, and how to develop young and middle-aged writers. 


Writers Must Serve Masses

/Text/7 From its first draft to its formal adoption, the "Resolution on Certain 
Questions in the History of Our Party Since the Founding of the Republic of China" 
took a year and three months to come into being. As many as 7 drafts were submitted 
at different times to various bodies for their joint discussion. This "Resolution" 

is realistic, scientific and based on what is true. The entire process of its 
drafting was characterized by adherence to the truth. This process made clear that 
the truth can be arrived at by hewing to the line and by qulling the collective wisdom 
of the masses. 


This has served to pose a question: If it is fitting to submit this important 
party resolution repeatedly to those inside and outside the party for their opinion, 
should not writers also pay more heed to the opinions of the masses? 
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Our literature is dedicated to the service of the people and the socialist cause. A 
literary work is a reflection of the writer's views on life in society. Whether or 
not this reflection is correct and profound is something on which the masses who 
constitute society have every right to express their opinions. Being the parties 
for wham literary and artistic works are created, the masses naturally have the full 
right to pass judgment on their merits and m whether or not they are appreciated in 
the light of their standard of acceptance. It was Canrade Zhou Enlai who said that 
"A work of art is subject to the approval of the people, and it has value only 
insofar as it is appreciated by the people.” 


Perhaps some comrades fear that since a literary creation is not the same as a poli- 
tical resolution, to listen to too many points of view would tend to cramp a writer's 
personal style. Although this fear is not entirely without justification, it is 
necessary to look at it analytically. 


A literary creation must, of course, bear the stamp of a writer's style. Whether it 
is distinctive and multi-faceted is an important gauge as to whether or not the 
literature of a certain period is flourishing and mature. The absence of a variety 
of styles in the works of authors is an indication of a literary decline. However, 

an author should not take the heeding of the opinions of the masses to mean the 
hampering of his literary style. Listening to the opinions of the masses does not 
mean giving it to the masses. After having heard the opinions of the masses, an 
author should analyze what is correct, what should be taken into account, and what 
“nould be kept for reference purposes. After having accepted and absorbed the 
opinions of the masses, a writer has still to decide what changes he should make. On 
the basis of his personality and style, a writer has still to cull fram and to 
asSimilate the best opinions of the masses and to decide how they may be reflected 
in his work. He must keep faith with the artistic structure of his entire work rather 
than to make a change here and a change there in deference to a particular opinion 
as a matter of form. Listening to and digesting and assimilating the opinions of the 
masses will not cause a writer to lose his personal style, just as people eating the 
same food will not have the same weight, the same type of face, and especially the 
Same personalities. 


There are other comrades who contend that writers and artists should retain their 
"courage" and self-respect. Others even go so far as to make the statement in public 
that "the secret of my success lies in my being true to my own feelings. I am what 

I am. I do not listen to the advice of my friends and I do not allow myself to be 
swayed.” 


In actual human society, there is no place for a loner who refuses "to be swayed by 
others." Those who claim that they are not "swayed by others" have, in fact, already 
been "swayed" by others. Not only writers, but also all revolutionaries, should be 
true to their own feelings and refrain from insincere utterances. The question is 
whether one's feelings are healthy and correct and whether utterances made in sincerity 
have any validity. How do we draw the boundary line between isolating oneself from 
the masses, the comrades and friends on the one side and individualism and subjectivism 
on the other? While it is true that writers and artists shqld have their own 
pursuits and their own personalities, they should not set themselves up in opposition 
to the masses and without regard for their needs. Self-respect also entails respect 
for the masses. To show no respect for the masses is to be guilty of egotism. In 

his artistic pursuit, a writer should proceed in the general direction that responds 
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to and meets the needs of the masses. To pursue a goal that is irrelevant to the 
needs of the masses is to run into a blind alley. Respect for the opinions of the 
masses is a discipline which should be cultivated by all revolutionaries. What is 
more, the masses are not all committed to the denial of a writer's individual pursuits. 
Is it not an asset to artistic creation when cne's pursuit receives the welcome and 
support of the masses? The central idea embodied in Mao Zedong's literary works 
represents the merging of literature with the people and the masses of the time. 

It is absolutely necessary that those engaged in literary work should find a clearcut 
solution to the problem of the relationship between themselves and the masses. It 
was Gorki who said that "It is when a writer is deeply aware of the flesh and blood 
kinship between himself and the people that he comes to acquire beauty and strength. 
He must seek what has yet to be found, and look for new words and phrases, new 
rhythms, new forms and new designs. A poet is an echo of the world, and not merely 
of his own soul.” 


Those who indulge in writings which expose the dark side of life within the party and 
society should in particular go into the masses and listen to their opinions. The 
purpose of exposing the dark side is to correct what needs to be corrected, and not 
merely to lay them bare just to satisfy one's whim of the mament. By listening to 
the opinions of the masses, a writer can make his work more precise and profound and 
avoid being one-sided. The achievement of the abowe is all to the good. Writers 
should imbue themselves with the spirit of a high degree of responsibility toward 
the party andthe people and avoid being over-confident. Over-confidence is a form 
of superstition. Our suggestion is that writers should have confidence in the masses 
while retaining their own self-respect. Undesirable as it is to be lacking in self- 
confidence, self-confidence to the exclusion of everything else will lead to serious 
errors. Writers should listen not oly to the critical remarks of the masses, but 
also those from a variety of sources rather than the opinions of one particular 
segment and one particular group of people. They should avoid being arrogant. 
Criticism and self-criticism provide the motive force that enables us to develop our 
enoeavors. We should use criticism and self-criticism as a weapon to overcome various 
kinds of erroneous tendencies. At the present time, we must in particular direct our 
criticism in a stern and forthright manner and wage an effective struggle against the 
prevailing tendency in society to sidetrack socialism, to shake off party leadership 
and to advocate for capitalistic liberalization. Literary criticism serves to restore 
order and to establish the correct attitude toward criticism and to develop literary 
Criticism according to the Marxist mold. 


It was pointed out in the “Resolution” that “following the basic completion of the 
inception of socialism, the major contradiction that remains to be resolved is the 
contradiction between the increasing demands made by the people in a materialistic 
civilization and the productive capacity of a backward society." We must achieve a 
heightened understanding of the need to relate the problem of getting writers to listen 
to the opinions of the masses to the major contradictions in our socialist society. 
The purpose of material production is to improve the economic life of the people, 
while spiritual production merely serves to satisfy their cultural and artistic 
needs. By paying more attention to the opinions of the masses regarding their work, 
writers cannot but help to resolve this major contradictiou. It is our sincere hope 
that writers and artists will address themselves to this problem and help to find a 
gradual solution through their erforts.

COUNTRYSIDE AS SUBJECT FOR CREATIVE WRITING DISCUSSED

[Text] Summary: In the past 2 years, some well-received creative 

works with rural themes have been produced. We must recognize 

the importance of these creative works in view of the important 

role played by peasants in our long revolutionary struggle and 

in the four modernizations. We must carefully sum up their experi- 

ences, discover their special features, including their national 

and mass styles and their methods of expression, and produce more 

good works for the entertainment of 800 million peasants. We 

must conscientiously implement the "200" policy and continue to 

improve the quality of the works so that literature and art can 

serve the people and socialismmore effectively. 
In the first 2 years following the downfall of the "gang of four," some writers 
who were familiar with rural life produced artistic works portraying rural scenes 
with certain success. However, because of the limitation of the realities of life 
in the countryside and some other factors, not many of these works were of a high 
level and really able to generate the expected appeal. With the implementation 
of rural economic policies after the Third Plenary Session of the llth party Central 
Committee, the situation in the countryside has greatly improved and many writers 
and artists have turned their attention to rural areas. Those writers who had long 
been there were further inspired, and in the past 2 years some creative works with 
rural themes have been warmly welcomed by the broad masses of peasants and city 
dwellers. In such circumstances and with the gradually enlarged scope of literary 
and artistic creation, the question of using rural themes in writing has further 
aroused the attention of the broad masses as well as people in literary and art 
circles. Here are my personal observations on this question: 


1. We must appreciate the importance of creative works with rural themes in view 
of the significant role played by the peasants in our long revolutionary struggle 
and in the four modernizations. 


In China, it has long been an established fact that 80-90 percent of the population 
are peasants. During the democratic revolution, our party learned the truth of 

the saying that "the basic problem of the Chinese revolution is the problem of the 
peasants" only after many reverses and failures. It was on the basis of such 
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knowledge that our party, under the leadership of Comrade Mao Zdeong, could lead 
the Chinese revolution, establishing rural revolutionary bases, using the countryside 
to surround the cities, and finally seizing political power throughout the country. 


China has undergone great developments and many changes during the 30 years since 

the founding of the people's republic. However, there are still 800 million peasants 
among our 1 billion population, and the rural economy still has a strong bearing 

on the entire social life and the progress of the four modernizations. Practice 

has proved that in undertaking any part of our four modernizations program, we 

must consider the present situation of the peasants and the rural economy. We must 
also fully assess the needs of the peasants and consider the methods to satisfy 

these needs before we can achieve any spectacular success; otherwise, we will commit 
errors and even fail to accomplish anything. Cultural advancement, as a component 

of the four modernizations, should likewise proceed from the hard fact that there 

are 800 million peasants among our 1 billion population, and we must satisfy the 
daily growing needs of these peasants’ cultural life before we can accomplish anything. 
It is unthinkable for us to talk glibly about thriving literature and art without 
giving any thought to rural themes. 


Our stress on the importance of rural themes does not mean that we are advocates 

of the “theory that subject matter decides everything." The evaluation of literary 
works can be decided only on their ideological and artistic quality instead of on 

the subject matter chosen. But there is a difference between important and unimpor- 
tant subjects, after all. In choosing the subject matter, the writer should certainly 
think of the interests of the revolution, because the relative importance and urgency 
of different aspects should be compared before the final choice is made. 


2. We must strive to portray the lifestyle and destiny of the peasants and present 
their different images. This is our fine literary and artistic tradition which 
must be cherished, continued and developed. 


The development of our revolution and construction began with the solution of the 
peasants’ problems; our new literary and art movement should likewise begin with 
the portrayal of rural life. Many writers from Lu Xun and Mao Dun on down to the 
fine scholars of the present age have carried forward the fine tradition with great 
success, and this tradition has been based on the important place occupied by the 
peasants in our country's social life as well as the close relationship between 

our party and the peasantry. For a certain period beginning in the late 1950's, 
leftist mistakes produced very unpleasant effects on agricultural production and 
the peasants’ livelihood. In the early 1960's, the unjust repudiation of the "the 
theory of middle characters" and "the theory of the deepening of realism" was a 
setback for some writers devoted to the portrayal of various typical images in rural 
life according to the requirements of realism. The perverse action of Lin Biao 

and Jiang Qing during the 10 years of upheaval in particular further disrupted the 
close relationship formed over a long period of revolution and construction between 
the party and the peasants, with the result that many writers, proficient in depicting 
rural life, became victims of persecution and attacks. They lost their right to 
creative writing, and the growth of the traditional revolutionary literature and 
art, which was good at depicting rural life, was checked or even strangled. 
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The implementation of the two documents concerning rural economy in the new 

period, the redress of grievances on the agricultural question and the successful 
handling of the problem of China's countryside with 800 million peasants have given 

a new life to creative writing on rural themes. We should have confidence and mettle 
not only in the use of rural themes in presenting in-depth descriptions of how our 
peasaats in different historical stages have experienced various difficulties and 
setbacks and have finally embarked on the road of successful development, but also 

in the production of more good works in various forms to add new chapters to our 


glorious history. We believe that as long as we firmly adhere to the four basic 
principles, the "dual purpose" orientation and the "200" principle of the party 


in literature and art; resolutely emanicipate our minds, and continue to go deep 

into the realities of life to observe, experience, analyze and study all people 

and all vivid forms of life as well as the different forms of struggle in the country- 
side, we can certainly continue to create more and better works with rural themes. 


3. We should fully affirm and carefully cherish the fine start as well as the achieve- 
ments already gained in creative writing on rural themes. All this will serve as 
the starting point for us to continue our march and our ascent. 


It is agratifying sight now that a number of budding talents adept at depicting rural 
life have emerged. The large varieties of themes, the novelty of their contents, 
the in-depth expression of ideas and the new methods of presentation have combined 
to produce a magnetic power. The movies "A Family Full of Joy" and "Laughter at 
Moonlight Bay"; the documentary films "They Are Doing Well" and "Ducks Turned Trea- 
sure"; the dramas "Luofengtai [Wind Terrace]," "Zhao, Qian, Sun and Li," "Decorated 
with Lanterns and Streamers"; the operas "Niu Duoxi in a Sedan Chair" and “Hard 

to See a Full Moon"--all of which have won awards from the Department of Culture-- 
are representative works. 


I would like to talk about some experiences which deserve to be summed up in the 
light of the success of the above movies, dramas and other creative works. My views 
are as follows: 


First, proceeding from the continued development of agricultural production and 

the fast changing appearance of the countryside, including the change in rural life 
since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, these works 
have shown how the hundreds of millions of peasants, under the party's leadership, 
have once again become masters of their own destiny in a historical change, and 

how the countryside will continue to flourish for a long time to come through the 
description of the present rural life. This is the first salient feature of creative 
works with rural themes in recent years. 


The situation in the countryside has changed mainly because of the strong vitality 
demonstrated by the party's rural policies. Besides emancipating the peasants from 
the spiritual fetters of the leftist policies of the past, these rural policies 

also called on the peasants to act as masters of their own destiny, to devote their 
talents and energy to productive labor, and to show a strong determination in build- 
ing a new world. This is the impression we got from the drama "Luofengtai." Here 
the contradictions are focused on the election of a production team leader, but 

the value of the drama is that instead of confining himself to the election, the 
writer also depicts the "old obstacles” as the aftermath of the leftist policies 
over many years against a background of fresh vitality brought forth by the Third 
Plenary Session, and he then proceeds to show the difference between the two destinies 
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of all the peasants in Luofengtai. "Xu Mao and His Daughters" is a bold portrayal 

of people's destiny, and through the change of destiny shows the reform of social 
life. This new development in creative writing has prompted the revival of revolu- 
tionary realism. This novel has already been made into a movie and a drama to be 
shown on the screen and the stage. We believe that some other good novels, such 

as “Chen Huansheng Goes to Town," "At the Country Fair" and so forth will also attract 
the attention of movie drama producers and will someday find their way to the screen 
and the stage. 


Second, rural themes used in movies and theatrical works, as in literary creation, 
stress the artistic portrayal of people as the central task and in a typical way. 
These works depict the changes in the countryside and in the people's spiritual 
outlook after the implementation of the party Central Committee's policies. However, 
instead of the stereotyped method of “illustration with diagrams," real life, stirring 
episodes and vivid dialogues are used to portray the characters and their personal 
traits; and their images, thus portrayed, show the special features of the age as 

well as the new relationships among the people. Such are the merits of the movies 

"A House Full of Joy," "Laughter at Moonlight Bay" and other prize-winning works. 
There are also some works with unique themes and new methods of portraying characters. 


Third, some of these movies and theatrical works are written in the form of comedy. 
This is a big improvement and a departure from the old methods of portraying tragic 
scenes. Just as the playwrights themselves said, the use of the new method is possi- 
ble only because of the tremendous change in the peasants’ life and in their spiritual 
outlook, which has impressed and educated the writers. From this, we can see that 

if we continue to go deep into the realities of life and thus draw our inspiration 

and strength from the people's life experiences, it will help us not only remold 

our world outlook but also improve our artistic creation. 


Here, we have touched on the question of exploration and innovation of methods and 
forms of expression in creative works with rural themes. In order that movies and 
other theatrical works may be more suitable for depicting new life experiences and 
for the peasant audiences of different cultural levels and different tastes, we 
must be sure that our artistic works meet the requirements of today's audiences, 
particularly the young audiences, and continue to develop their good taste by pro- 
ducing fine works and bringing up new talents. 


All artistic forms and methods of expression should constantly change along with 

the devlopments of the age, the evolution of lifestyle, the progress of science 

and technology, and the change in people's tastes. Rural life, the peasants’ way 

of thinking and lifestyle, and the relationships among people have all undergone 
great changes nowadays. For all artistic forms, including national forms (such 

as traditional opera) and imported forms (such as movie and drama), there is the 
question of how to cater to the taste of the rural audience more effectively. There- 
fore, on the basis of inheriting the national tradition, our writers and artists 
should look further for the forms and methods of expression according to the national 
and mass styles before they can keep up withthe progress of the age. For example, 
traditional opera is originally a national heritage welcomed by the broad masses 

of peasants. However, it has to be constantly upgraded instead of remaining at the 
same old level. In movie and drama, great progress has been made in adapting to 

the national style after more than half a century's efforts, and by now, they have 
become part of our national culture. However, further progress is still necessary 
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in achieving national and mass styles for the movies and dramas intended for the 
rural audiences, in order that they can be completely understood and thoroughly en- 
joyed by the 800 million peasants. If the peasants do not understand the movies 

or dramas and refuse to see them, these movies or dramas will not be of any educa- 
tional value, and the goal of satisfying the peasants’ cultural needs cannot be 
attained. 


4. We should firmly uphold the principle of "letting a hundred flowers blossom," 
provide correct guidance on the use of rural themes in creative works, and actively 
help solve the many problems relating to the enrichment of creative works. Pro- 
ceeding from the realities of life, we should also adhere to the principle of revolu- 
tionary realism. The key to further improving and developing creative works with 
rural themes is to constantly improve the quality of such works without reducing 
their output. : 


First, we should improve and strengthen our leadership over creative works. A good 
start has already been made in the production of movies and dramas depicting the 
realities of rural life in the new historical period. Now is the time to follow 

up by further enriching creative work and improving its quality. This calls for 
planning and organization. There should be more works of really high quality before 
there can be a general improvement; and the production of more high-quality works 
requires time, support and favorable conditions. 


As to the guiding ideology in creative works, there should be a general agreement 

on the way to portray positive characters and new socialist people. In his "congrat- 
ulatory message" to the Fourth Congress of Chinese Writers and Artists, Comrade Deng 
Xiaoping said: "In literature and art, we should make greater efforts and achieve 
greater success in portraying and training new socialist people. We should create 
pioneers of the four modernizations and show that they have revolutionary ideals 

and scientific approach; lofty sentiments and creative ability; a broad vision and 

a brand new mental outlook of seeking truth from facts. Through the images of these 
new people, we should arouse the socialist enthusiasm of the broad masses and en- 
courage them in their historical task of pioneering for the four modernizations.” 


To accomplish the task of creating new socialist people, we should first have a better 
understanding of these people in the countryside. They should be from a new generation 
of peasants with advanced ideas, high integrity and good workstyle. They can also 

be those typical persons who have been backward and are now advanced; or those who 
formerly took the wrong path but, after a process of education and remolding, have 
turned over a new leaf and joined the ranks of the new generation in the countryside. 
The march of time is endless; the new life offers unlimited opportunities; and people's 
thinking changes constantly. Therefore, our understanding of the "new people” cannot 
be always based on the same standard, and it would be an even more serious mistake 

for us to idolize the new socialist people or portray them as saints born perfect. 

In portraying peasants, it is certainly wrong to ignore the main aspect by omitting 

the good points reflecting the new ideology which they embody. At the same time, 
however, it would be unrealistic to ignore the defects which have been left over 

from the old society and picked up by many, and then portray these people as being 

"all ;orfect." By creating typical characters of flesh and blood, we can either 

use the ideology and sentiments of advanced characters to influence people so as 

to keep the wheels of history turning in its advance, or sum up certain experiences 

and draw lessons from some of these typical characters so that people in general 

will become more intelligent and more capable of carrying out innovation. We must 
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not create characters who tend to become formalized and generalized and are so pale 
and weak that people become tired of seeing them. Such characters may even spoil 
people's appetite for creative works with rural themes. 


Second, in enriching creative works with rural themes, we should also bear in mind 

two other considerations: On the one hand, some people do not care to write on rural 
themes because there is not much to write about, because they are afraid that the 

rural policies may change again and therefore they dare not write, or because movies 
and theatrical works with rural themes may not be able to attract a large audience 

in the cities, and therefore they do not want to write. These views should be clari- 
fied, because they are certainly one-sided. On the other hand, we must uphold the 
principle of letting a hundred flowers blossom and strive for more varieties of themes, 
forms and styles, so that the works may not become monotonous. We should also guard 
against the tendency toward mass production at the expense of quality. 


Lenin said: "Great political reforms in history have always gone a long way before 
they could be digested." The same applies to politics and literary and artistic 
creation. At present, our countryside is undergoing a great reform, and there is 

a process of digestion, understanding and learning for our writers, directors and 
actors. Therefore, we cannot urge the writers and artists to produce a great deal 
of high-quality works quickly. However, people must first eat before they can have 
anything to digest. Similarly, we must be thoroughly familiar with the realities 
of life and with people and then go through the process of thinking, refining and — 
generalizing before we can proceed with creative works. Our writers must not at 
any time or under any circumstance forget to firmly uphold the principle of proceeding 
from the realities of life and the principle of realism in creative work. 


Material and spiritual lives in our country are now improving rapidly along with 

the socialist modernization, and the 800 million peasants are earnestly hoping for 

a rich cultural life with more entertainment from high-quality creative works. We 
must discard the former narrow concept of cultural work in the countryside, emanci- 
pate our minds, and gradually expand the scope of our cultural service to the country- 
side in different forms and styles. We should think of the peasants whenever we 

are engaged in any type cf cultural work. Through the efforts of the writers and 
artists who have gone deep into the realities of life and artistic practice, not 

only creative works with rural themes, but also our task of serving the country- 

side as a whole will take a gigantic step forward!

COMMEMORATION OF PEOPLE'S EDUCATION UNDER SOCIALISM

[Text] The great, accurate and glorious CCP was born 60 years ago. Our party led 
the Chinese people in their great revolutionary struggle and arduous undertakings. 
On the foundation of the victorious conclusion of the New People's Democartic 
revolution, we are now advancing on the new long march of the socialist revolution 
and four modernizations, striving to build a modern, highly democratic, highly 
cultured, powerful socialist state. Our party integrated the basic principles of 
Marxism-Leninism with the realities of the Chinese revolution and in the space of 
60 years--a very short period in the long process of human history--not only created 
a socialist economy that works for the welfare of the peojve, based on the public 
ownership of the means of production and the elimination of all exploitation, es- 
tablished a people's democratic dictatorship in which the people are masters of 
their own house and a socialist political regime in which all oppression has been 
abolished. We also established the great undertaking of educating the people, 
abolishing ignorance, stimulating the people's intelligence and nurturing men of 
talent and skills, thus laying the initial foundation for building up a socialist 
material civilization and a spiritual culture. 


From the May 4 Movement to the first revolutionary civil war, our party's prole- 
tarian revolutionaries of the older generation fully realized that the people's 
educational undertakings are a powerful and effective means to transform the old 
China and build a new society, and that schools are the important front for the 
education of the people and the nurturing of cadres. The great leader of the party 
and cofounder of the party, Mao Zedong, was not only a great proletarian revolu- 
tionary, strategist, philosopher and poet, but also a great educator of the people. 
Prior to the May 4 Movement, wher he was studying at the Hunan First Normal College, 
he pioneered night schools for workers in Changsha, organized workers to acquire 
elementary education and propagated revolutionary ideas for the salvation of the 
country and the people. He later established the Hunan Self-Study University and 
organized young students to study revolutionary theories. At the time of the first 
revolutionary civil war, he instituted peasant study groups at Guangzhou, Wuhan and 
at the seat of the central authority to train a core contingent of cadres for the 
revolutionary movement of the peasantry. Comrade Li Dazhao [2621 1129 6856], one 
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of the founders of our party, propagated Marxism at Beijing University, guiding 
young students toward the revolution. Comrade Zhou Enlai [0719 1869 0171] once hald 
the position of head of the Political Department of the Huangpu Military Academy, 
nurturing several eminent military men. Comrade Liu Shaoqui [0491 1421 1142] es- 
tablished workers’ clubs and night schools at the Anyuan coal mines, arousing the 
workers to rise in revolt. Comrade Qu Qiubai [4234 4428 4101] was one of the men 
who established Shanghai University, nurturing revolutionary cadres, etc., etc. 
These are activities of some of the revolutionaries of the older generation on the 
educational front as they were engaged in nurturing revolutionary cadres. 


In the second revolutionary civil war, the war of resistance against Japan and the 
war of liberation, further favorable conditions were created for the education of 
the people due to the fact that the party led the people in arming the revolution 
and in establishing revolutionary base areas. 


In order to develop the education of children, youths and the masses, Lenin ele- 
mentary schools, various night schools and literacy classes were instituted all over 
the central soviet districts, and the soldiers of the Red Army were also organized 
for the study of politics, military science and general education. At that time 

the rate of children of school age in schools exceeded that rate in areas under 

the rule of the Kuomintang. Exhilerating results were achieved in wiping out il- 
literacy among youths and adults. The war of resistance against Japan and the war 
of liberation, with their continuous expansion and development of base areas, saw 
not only the establishment of anti-Japanese elementary schools, popular night schools 
and literacy classes, but also of ordinary middle schools and normal colleges. In 
his article, "The United Front in Cultural Work," Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out 

at that time: "In ovr educational work we must not only have concentrated regular 
elementary and middle schools, but also dispersed irregular viliage schools, news- 
paper reading groups and literacy classes. We must uot only have modern schools, 
but also make use of the old private schools in the villages, which we should re- 
form." This provided the way for a comparatively speedy development of the educa- 
tion of the people. 


Whether it was education of cadres, education of children and youths or education 

of the masses of workers and peasants, all education was carried out under the uni- 
fied leadership of the party committees at various levels and by a mobilization of 
forces of various quarters. During the war of resistance against Japan, education 
in the base areas behind the enemy lines was carried out while at the same time 

we were engaged in fighting and in production. Particularly in Yenan, it was a 

way of grasping production in one hand and grasping education in the other hand, 
making education of the people and nurturing of cadres a strategic task in the fight 
for nationwide revolutionary victory. The Central Committee of the party instituted 
and operated the world-famous Anti-Japanese Military and Political College, North 
Shaanxi Public School, Central Party Academy, the Institute for Marxism-Leninisn, 
Women's University, Yenan University, the Luxun Academy of Literature and Art, the 
Youth Cadre School, the Bethune Academy of Medicine, the Academy of Natural Sciences, 
the Academy of Public Administration and various cadre schools. The largest among 
all the cadre schools was the Anti-Japanese Military and Political College, which 

in addition to its main campus had 12 branches and in the course of time trained 
over 100,000 military and political cadres. Many men who had gone through the cadre 
schools of Yenan or the anti-Japanese base areas later advanced to core positions 

of leadership on various fronts. 
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In looking back at the great undertaking of popular education instituted by our 
party in the Yenan period, the major problems that we solved and the basic ex- 
periences that we gained are the following: 


1. Determination of a new-democratic educational policy that suited China's specific 
conditions. This policy conformed exactly to Comrade Mao Zedong's statement in 

his "On New Democracy,” in that it was of a nationalist character, opposed in- 
perialist oppression and stood for the honor and independence of the Chinese nation. 
At the same time as it took account of the special characteristics of our nation, 

it also made use of the advanced educational systems of other countries as models. 
It was scientific and cpposed to all feudal and superstitious ideologies. It ad- 
vocated seeking truth from facts and stood for objective truths and for the unity 

of theory and practice. It was of a mass character, serving, in the first line, 

the toiling masses of workers and peasants that constituted over 90 percent of our 
mation. It made a distinction in degrees between the knowledge of the revolutionary 
educational cadres and the knowledge of the revolutionary educational masses and 
again linked these two up with one another. It made a distinction between raising 
the educational level and popularizing education, and again linked these two up 
with one another. Because there was at the time an urgent demand for a large con- 
tingent of cadres due to the revolutionary war and the establishment of base areas, 
the party leadership made cadre education the focal point in its undertaking of 
popular education. In the education of cadres at their posts or education in cadre 
schools, it became established policy to study as a central task the actual problems 
of the Chinese revolution and to take the basic principles of Marxism-Leninism as 
guidelines, doing away with a static and isolated method of studying Marxism-Lenin- 
ism. The educational policy that Comrade Mao Zedong formulated for the Anti-Japa- 
nese Military and Political College was: "Firmly established a correct political 
orientation, a work style of hard work and plain living and a flexible strategy 

and flexible tactics." The school spirit was to be: "Be united, alert, earnest 
and lively." In the light of the war situation and the ideological condition of the 
students, the Military Affairs Committee of the Central Committee in its "Directive 
on Rectification of Problems at the Anti-Japanese Military and Political College,” 
pointed out: "All work in the college is directed toward the transformation of the 
students’ mentality; political instruction is the key link." It put forward the 
following demands directed toward the students: (1) They shall be taught to grasp 
Marxism-Leninism and to overcome bourgeois and petty bourgeois mentalities. (2) They 
shall be taught a sense of discipline and organization and to oppose organizational 
anarchy and liberalism. (3) They shall be taught to go down to the grassroots in 
their work and be opposed to underestimating actual work experiences. (4) They 
shall be taught to draw close to the workers and peasants, be determined to serve 
the workers and peasants and be opposed to scorning ideas and knowledge of workers 
and peasants." Practice has proved that all these precepts were in full accord 
with the objective realities and played an important part in guiding the operation 
of the cadre schools and the training of revolutionary cadres. 


2. Stating the unequivocal aim to train men who are both Red and expert. All cadre 
schools demanded that their students are themselves mentally with Marxism-Leninisn, 
that the students foster a lofty communist ideal and firm confidence in the certain 
victory of the revolution, that they acquire an outlook on life of wholeheartedly 
serving the people, above all the masses of workers and peasants, and acquire the 
noble character of willingly sacrificing everything for the revolution. The schools 
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also demanded that all personal study and work must consciously follow the organiza- 
tional plan. Concrete demands in vocational respects were also made on the stu- 
dents of different cadre schools in view of the special needs of the revolu- 

tionary war and of the development of the base areas. For instance, the Anti- 
Japanese Military and Political College organized its students every term, with 
different objectives as targets, to study tne military ideas of Mao Zedong, to 
practice fighting at close quarters, night fighting, target shooting, bayonet fight- 
ing, grenade throwing, etc., and to master flexible strategies and tactics. The 
Luxun Academy of Literature and Art proceeded from the cultural needs of the base 
areas and the interests of the students in organizin; the students to study litera- 
ture, music, fine arts and drama. The Institute for Marxism-Leninism nurtured 

party cadres with theoretical specialization and organized the students to study 
Systematically the basic principles of Marxism-Leninism. The institute later also 
established research institutes for history, party history, philosophy, politico- 
economics, questions of the Chinese revolution and dissemination of education in 
order to have some of the cadres who prepared for theoretical work to have one 

field of particular emphasis. The students at the Bethune Academy of Medicine 
trained for high proficiency in internal medicine and surgery as particularly ap- 
plicable under the conditions of the revolutionary war. 


3. Flexible and diversified educational system and a limited but concise curricu- 
lum. Due to the urgent needs of the revolutionary war, the duration of studies 

at the various cadre schools was rather short, the minimum being several months 

and the maximum 1 or 2 years. The courses within each school also varied in length 
depending on the varying conditions of the students and training objectives. Worker 
and peasant cadres with low levels of general education had to be brought up first 

of all to at least junior middle school level by supplemental coaching in elementary 
education before they were admitted to studies of revolutionary theory and to special 
vocational or professional courses. Some students who originally had been university 
students were made to engage mainly in self-study and attend classes only as a 
supplementary way of studying. Orginary students with middle school education, or 
having reached middle school level through self-study, were mainly to combine class- 
room studies with self-studies. To take the third class of the Institute for Marxism- 
Leninism as example, this class consisted mainly of six courses: philosophy (main 
lecturer Ai Qisi [5336 1142 1835]), political economy (main lecturer Wang Xuewen 
(3769 1331 2429]), Western revolutionary history (main lecturer Chen Changhao [7115 
2490 3185]), Chinese revolutionary history (main lecturer Yang Song [2799 2646]), 
elements of Marxism-Leninism (main lecturer Wu Liangpint [0702 0081 1627]), founda- 
tion of the party (main lecturer Chen Yun [7115 0061]). In addition, comrades in 
responsible positions in the Central Committee of the party gave reports on specific 
subjects. For instance, Comrade Mao Zedong's "On New Democracy" was first a report 
given at the Institute for Marxism-Leninism and only later published in the CHUNGGUO 
WENHUA [CHINESE CULTURE] of Yenan. Comrade Liu Shaoqi's "How To Be a Good Communist" 
was also first a report at the Institute for Marxism-Leninism and only later pub- 
lished in JIEFANG [LIBERATION], a Yenan magazine. The lectures by the main lecturers 
and special lecturers were of a high standard and the content was in general charac- 
terized by: (1) Integration of the universal principles of Marxism-Leninism with 

the realities of the Chinese revolution, explaining the profound in simple terms 

and with vivid eloquence, blending ancient foreign knowledge with the rich experiences 
of our revolution. (2) Limited quantity of material but presented in concise forn, 
concentrating on the basic essence of Chinese and foreign knowledge and data, ancient 
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and modern, and leaving out everything nonessential, making the past serve the 
present and foreign things serve China. (3) Compilation of the gist of all teaching 
materials and outlines by the main lecturers personally. In general, the teachers 
first lectured and then distributed the teaching materials. The courses and the 
teaching materials were all very much welcomed by the students. 


4. Implementation of an instructional principle of linking theory with practice. 
The teachers were not only to make use of the very rich actual material as the sub- 
stance of their instructions, but also to raise questions for discussion by the 
students, aiming such questions at the ideological realities of the students. In 
his lectures on the establishment of the party, Comrade Chen Yun held one class on 
"How To Be a Member of the Communist Party" (listed as one of the documents to be 
studied during the Yenan rectification movement). This course raised such questions 
as: What are the qualifications of scmeone joining the Communist Party, will he 
truly support the party program, observe the party statutes and party discipline, 
how will he handle conflicts between personal interests and the interests of the 
revolution, will he be honest and faithful to the party, etc. The students, in in- 
tegrating these questions and linking them with their own knowledge, were to ex- 
press their own views. Some party members who were unable to express clearly cer- 
tain important personal circumstances at the time of joining the party, also took 
advantage of this opportunity to give supplemental explanations. This "shooting 

the arrow straight at the target" method of teaching that linked theory and practice, 
was very effective. 


5. To carry out simultaneously study as well as productive work, teachers and 
students set to work together and studies were carried out diligently and economical- 
ly. To break the blockade of the Shaanxi-Gansu-Ningxia border region by the 
Kuomintang, to overcome the economic difficulties and respond to Comrade Mao Zedong's 
appeal "Everyone to set to work and there will be ample food and clothing," the 
anti-Japanese base areas launched a great production drive. In these special cir- 
cumstances the cadre schools all carried out a combination of education and pro- 
ductive work, engaging in studies and productive work simultaneously. Some schools 
also decided to be self-sufficient in grain for half a year and for most of their 
vegetable and pork requirements. The students also took part in reclaiming waste- 
land, cutting firewood and cooking, raising pigs and sheep, spinning and weaving 
cloth, and other productive work. The students of the Anti-Japanese Military and 
Political College also undertook the digging of caves and building of school build- 
ings. Comrade Mao Zedong therefore pointed out in his "Direction of the Youth 
Movement" that the reason for the young students of Yenan becoming models for the 
youths of the whole nation was that they studied the theories of revolution, re- 
searched the principles and methods of fighting in resistance against the Japanese 
and of achieving the salvation of our country, that they carried out a production 
movement and reclaimed thousands of acres of wasteland; even Confucius never did 
anything like this. 


6. Respect for teachers and solicitude for students. Educated youths and worker- 
peasant cadres united as friends. Most of the teachers at the cadre schools of 

that time were revolutionary cadres in leading positions, some were revolutionery 
scholars specialized in certain fields and some experts. All these taachers enjoyed 
the respect and support of the students. The teachers on their part showed solici- 
tude and care for their students, some times like parents for their children. The 
students at that time were mostly of two kinds: one section were educated youths 
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from all parts of the country and from abroad who had come to study in pursuit of 
the revolutionary truth to save their country and their people, and one section 
were worker-peasant cadres who had participated in the revolutionary struggle or in 
constructive work in the base areas. The former had a high level of education, 

but lacked practical experiences; the latter had a high level of education, but 
lacked practical experiences; the latter had practical experiences, but a low level 
of education. However, Comrade Mao Zedong taught the educated youths: ‘Final dis- 
tinction between revolutionary, nonrevolutionary and counterrevolutionary intellec- 
tuals depends on whether they are willing to and actually drawing close together 
with the masses of workers and peasants." He also taught the worker-peasant cadres 
that they must exert themselves to acquire an education and study the revolutionary 
theories, that they should respect and unite with the intellectuals--to rise in 
revolution. As a consequence there was mutual respect, mutual learning from each 
other and a friendly unity between the educated youths and the worker-peasant cadres. 


2. In the early period after the liberation of the whole country, the Central Con- 
mittee of the party stated: The educational undertaking of new China is based on 
the educational system of the old liberated areas, and takes the advanced experiences 
of Soviet Russian education as a model and adopts certain beneficial ideas from 
traditional Chinese education. At that time we appropriately took over the opera- 
tion of the old schools, recovered our educational sovereignty from the hands of the 
imperialists and, based on the needs of national reconstruction, took in hand the 
readjustment of departments and faculties of higher education and the reform of 
teaching. We instituted the study of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought for 
all teaching personnel, thereby inducing them to undergo a voluntary ideological 
remolding so as to foster a revolutionary mentality of service to the peopie. 


In reorganizing departments and faculties of higher education, we gave considera- 
tion to the needs of national economic construction and first of all vigorously 
developed education in engineering, science and technology. We not only transformed 
such famous universities as Qinghua University, Zhejiang University and Shanghai 
Jiaotong University into multidepartmental engineering and science universities, 

but established for the first time in China specialized engineering institutes for 
geology, iron and steel, aviation, petroleum, chemistry, automobile, tractor and 
civil engineering, and engineering colleges for atomic energy, military armament 

and other branches of engineering and science for defense needs. Moreover, to meet 
the needs of scientific research, we also expanded or replenished a series of uni- 
versities, such as Beijing University, Fudan University, Nanjing University, Nankai 
University, Jilin University and Hankou University, to become comprehensive liberal 
arts and science universities. Furthermore, to develop secondary education and to 
train qualified teachers for our middle schools, we newly established or replenished 
a series of teacher training colleges, such as Beijing Teachers Training College, 
Huadong [east China] Teachers Training College and Dongbei [northeast] Teachers 
Training College. The practical experience during the 30 years since the establish- 
ment of our government proved that the readjustment of departments and faculties, 
based on the requirements of the national construction with its emphasis on streng- 
thening engineering, physical sciences and teachers training was basically correct 
under the historical conditions of that time and achieved important results. How- 
ever, it also entailed shortcomings ahd negligence, for instance in separating the 
science and engineering departments, the science departments of some old institu- 
tions were relatively weakened, as were also some departments in the humanities, 
such as finance, economics, political science and law. This was harmful to the 
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nurturing of highly qualified engineering and technological experts and also harmful 
to strengthening industry and agriculture as well as the scientific administration 
of the economy. The large cities with a concentration of high schools should re- 
tain a small number of comprehensive universities where such subjects as industry, 
agriculture, medicine, teacher training, literature and physical science are taught. 
This would be beneficial for the nurturing of qualified teachers and experts for 

all kinds of institutes. However, in imitating closely the Soviet model, the conm- 
prehensive universities were not 1etained, which was rather inappropriate, but view- 
ing the overall situation, these shortcomings and negligences are of secondary 
importance. 


In our reform of higher education, we instituted reforms in three directions: (1) In 
view of the needs of national construction, we established 300 to 400 specialized 
vocational colleges and turned from the old Chinese way of educating so-called 
all-round talents to educating specialists. (2) In imitation of the conditions of 
specialization in Soviet institutions of higher education, we set up our instruc- 
tional plan, determined the various links in the instructional process (attending 
classes, responding to questions, class discussions, experiments, fieldwork, ex- 
aminations and assessment of proficiency, graduation projects, etc., translated 
Soviet teaching materials and strengthened the links between theory and practice. 
(3) We established the basic organization for instruction and scientific research-- 
teaching and research organizations (offices) and organized old, middle-aged and 
young teachers for joint instructional activities and scientific research. As we 
see it today, it was indeed necessary in view of the actual needs of the socialist 
planned economic construction, to consider training as training for particular vo- 
cations. The defect of this system was that some special training as devised was 
too narrow, so that after graduation, students were not fully fit for the work for 
which they were trained. The Soviet plan of instruction, their educational system 
and instructional materials were in the main good and feasible, judging from the 
fact that it was adapted to the needs of the 156 engineering projects of that time. 
The defect of it was that it emphasized unity of all activities and lacked the 
necessary flexibility. Some of the specialized education was built on too narrow 

a base of knowledge, it was especially deficient in integrating the Chinese reality. 


At the same time as reforming higher education, we submitted ordinary middle and 
elementary school education to reform and achieved great results, but not without 
certain shortcomings and faults. 


To oversome these shortcomings, we began in 1958 to evolve our own Chinese system. 
We then emphasized increased instruction in political ideology at the schools so 

as to nurture men who would be both Red and expert, and had them carry out a com- 
bination of education and production work. Engineering colleges would carry out 
graduation projects that were real projects. At that time Qinghua University was 
charged with planning the Miyun reservoir near Beijing; 3 universities, Qinghua, 
Nanjing Engineering University and Tongji, participated in 10 major engineering 
projects, 1 being the Great Hall of the People in Beijing, and ia all these projects 
great results were achieved. However, under the influence of the leftist ideology, 
there were too many political activities and pressure of production work at that 
time. The "Red-expert debate" and the "hauling up the white flag" movements criti- 
cized most disturbingly the broad masses of teachers and did great harm to the en- 
thusiasm of the intellectuals. Furthermore, due to the excessive amount of political 
movements and pressure of production work, the health and the quality of instruction 
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again deteriorated. Between 1961 and 1962, the Ministry of Education, under the 
guidance of the Central Committee and the State Council and based on the positive 

and negative experiences of the past, formulated the “Sixty Articles on Higher Edu- 
cation," "Fifty Articles on Middle School Education," and "Forty Articles on Ele- 
mentary Education." This started our country's education on its own characteristic 
path. It restored normalcy in educational procedures and as a consequence the health 
of teachers and students in higher, middle school and elementary education improved 
and the quality of instruction was raised to a higher level. 


From 1966 to 1976, the two counterrevolutionary cliques of Lin Biao and Jiang Qing 
usurped the party and seized state power; they also did great damage to our educa- 
tional undertaking. They concocted the reactionary "two appraisals," negated whole- 
sale the eminent achievements in education during the 17 years since the founding 

of the PRC and brought down on our country's education an unprecedented calamity. 
Not only were there 1 million university students less and 2 million middle school 
and vocational school students less than should have been trained, but great harm 
was done to the broad masses of teachers and students and one whole generation 

was wasted. 


Since 1976 when the “gang of four" was smashed, especially after Comrade Deng Xiao- 
ping assumed charge of scientific and educational work in 1978, the Central Committee 
and the State Council restored order out of chaos on the educational front, expended 
great efforts and achieved outstanding results. Especially since the 30 Plenary 
Session of the llth CCP Central Committee, our country's educational undertaking, 
based on a correct distinction of right and wrong on the question of line, effected 
readjustments, developed and improved the quality of instruction and was extensively 
suc-essful. All the successful experiences that have been beneficial for preserving 
party leadership, for letting socialism determine the direction of our school work, 
for raising the quality of our education and the level of our scientific skills, 

are now being gradually affirmed and further developed. All mistaken methods that 
were harmful to maintaining party leadership and to using socialism as the deter- 
mining factor in running our schools, that obstructed the improvement in the quality 
of our education and prevented the level of our scientific skills from being in- 
proved, will be subjected to our criticism and correction. Mistakes are frequently 
the forerunners of the correct way, “past experiences, if not forgotten, are guides 
to the future." Regardless of whether it was a successful experience or a lesson 
from defeat, all constitute spiritual wealth that we should use fully. 


In the course of guiding and establishing the great popular education in the past 
60 years, especially in the 31 years since the founding of the PRC, the party has 
recorded great achievements and has accumulated a great wealth of experiences. 


First, the party set up a huge network of popular education. There are now over 

1 million full-time universities, middle schools and elementary schools all over 

the 9.6 million square km of our fatherland, and we have gradually set up a network 
of popular education where every commune has its complete elementary school, every 
county a complete middle school and every province an engineering, agricultural, 
medical university and a teachers training college. The number of students enrolled 
in full-time schools rose from 25 million before liberation to 210 million, that is 
more than 7 times. In addition we set up, in the thousands and tens of thousands, 
night schools, radio schools, television schools, correspondence schools and other 
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after-hours schools for the uasses of our workers and peasants. In connection with 
our economic readjustment, more than 100 million employees and workers are all under- 
going further training, and the broad masses of the peasantry are also unfolding a 

mass campaign for elementary education and for the study of technical skills. The 

establishment of a huge network of popular education is an important strategic mea- 
sure by which our country is developing the intellectual of sources and to raising 

work productivity. 


Second, we have initially raised the level of education of the people. Our country 
has not only wiped out the illiteracy of hundreds of millions of youths and adults, 
but also has graduated 300 million children and youths from elementary and higher 
schools, among these 140 million had junior middle school education and over 40 
million senior middle school or higher education. All localities are at present 
vigorously pushing campaigns for the elimination of illiteracy and for after-hours 
schools for workers and peasants. The educational level of the people is indeed 
being gradually raised. 


Third, our educational undertaking is in a planned way training qualified personnel 
for the national economy and social development. In the 31 years since the founding 
of the PRC, the various institutions of higher education in our country have trained 
and graduated over 3 million, and the polytechnic schools over 5 million, adding 

the skilled personnel trained in after-hours schools of various degrees, our country 
has already a contingent of Red and expert intellectuals cf the working class of 
upward of 10 million. Comrade Chen Yun pointed out: "The present contingent of 
technical personnel form the foundation of our intellectual strength. The tech- 
nological level of the seventies and eighties must be derived from the technological 
level of the backbone personnel of the fifties and sixties." The upward of 10 
million Red and expert specialists that we have trained within the last 31 years 

are certainly an important achievement of our country's popular educational under- 
taking. 


Fourth, we have drawn up an educational policy of nurturing socialist new men who 
are Red, expert and of good health. It means that those who have received educa- 
tion shall have developed inall respects, morally, intellectually and physically, 
and have socialist consciousness and be well educated workers (including physical 
and mental workers). It also means that our youths shall resolve to become men with 
ideals, with a sense of morality, with knowledge and physical strength who can make 
a contribution to their people, their fatherland and mankind. The proletarian revo- 
lutionaries of the older generation such as Mao Zedong and Zhou Enlai and the lead- 
ing comrades in the Central Committee who are now in charge of our country's educa- 
tion, Deng Xiaoping, Hu Yaobang (5170 5069 6721] and others, all demand that we 
nurture the successors to the revolutionary proletarian cause, the new socialist 

men and new force to work for the four modernizations. They all demand that our 

men must have socialist consciousness (be Red) as well as proficient in mastering 
modern science and culture (be experts). They must be able to perform physical as 
well as mental work. They must be qualified specialists and workers in industry 

and agriculture who are healthy in body and spirit as well as clever, capable and 
experienced. In this way we shall proceed from the actual conditions of China 

and enrich and transform into reality the educational doctrines that are fully 
developed in Marxism. 
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Fifth, we have drawn up a correct policy ward the intellectuals and we shall rely 
on the teachers for the effective operation of the schools. In drafting the Central 
Committee's resolution for “Attracting and Accepting a Large Number of Intellectus. , 
Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out as far back as in the early period of the anti- 


Japanese war: "Victory in the revolvtion is not possible without the participation 
of intellectuals." Im the early perio? after liberation of the whole country, our 


policy toward teachers, staff and workers in the old schools formerly under Kuo- 
mintang rule was one of retaining everybody in their original positions and at their 
original salaries and wages (excepting only individual counterrevolutionary elements). 
We strove to unite with them and educate them to serve in the cause of popular edu- 
cation of new China. Apart from the former president of Beijing University, Hu 

Shi [5170 6684], and some other individual reactionaries who fled to Taiwan, over 

90 percent of the teaching staff joined the contingent of teachers, employees and 
workers of new China. Later, Comrades Zhou Enlai, Deng Xiaoping and Peng Zhen 

[1756 4176] personally spoke to the teachers of the schools in Beijing and Tianjin, 
encouraging them to study revolutionary theories and voluntarily remold their think- 
ing. In 1957 in the overextension of the antirightist movement, our party committed 
leftist mistakes in its policies toward intellectuals and many teachers suffered 
criticism, and were labeled bourgeois intellectuals. In our decade of calamity, 

the two counterrevolutionary cliques of Lin Biao and Jiang Qing again indiscriminately 
persecuted many teachers, considering them hostile to the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat. After smashing the "gang of four," and particularly after the 30 Plenary 
Session of the llth CCP Central Committee, the party's Central Committee summed up 
the positive and negative experiences of the 31 years since the founding of the PRC 
and clarified a step further that the intellectuals and school teachers are a part 

of the working class. The party not only politically effected rehabilitation in the 
cases of miscarriage of justice, but sccially promoted the customs of respect for 
teachers and solicitude for students and furthermore gradually improved their material 
livelihood. At present there are 10 percent of the total number of 100 million 

staff and workers in the whole country (this includes those in the public owned 

system and the collective owned system). They are now working hard in nurturing 
socialist new men for our fatherland. 


Sixth, we carried out a policy of “walking on two legs," with schools run by the 
state and by the masses, schools run by the departments of education and by depart- 
ments of enterprises, schools run by the central government and by the local autho- 
rities, with simultaneously full-time systems, half-work (including agricultural 
work) half-study systems and after-hours education, to arouse fully the enthusiasm 
of all quarters in operating schools. Due to the fact that we are a gib country 

of 1 billion people including 800 millon peasants, we are aiso a poor country, 
economically and culturally very backward. In those days in the old liberated 
areas, we had schools operated simultaneously by the state and by the masses. 

After liberation of the whole country, we still advocated that the state and the 
masses should run schools simultaneously, as we were developing the ordinary middle 
school and elementary school education. During our decade of calamity, due to the 
sabotage by the two counterrevolutionary cliques of Lin Biao and Jiang Qing, the 
majority of middle schools and elementary schools in the countryside were depleted 
of students, the students were sent to do manual agricultural labor and the schools 
were left to be run by local people. This was harmful to the development and con- 
solidation of the cause of education. According to the provisions of the 60 articles 
concerning agricultural communes passed by the 30 Plenary Session of the llth CCP 
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Central Committee, the middle schools in the villages are to be operated completely 
by the state and the elementary schools primarily by the state. Operation of schools 
by the masses means mainly that they are to help build school buildings, replenish 
equipment, such as desks and chairs, but not that all questions are to be solved 

by the masses. Especially the salaries and welfare benefits for teachers in middle 
schools and elementary schools which will in the future, depending on the development 
of production, gradually become a responsibility of the state, to the full amount of 
to a large part of it. In developing higher education, especially the secondary 
vocational and technical schools, we also intend to bring into full play the initia- 
tive of the central . -horities and business departments, factories, mines and enter- 
prises of the provinces and municipalities, and, based on the needs of the national 
economy and social development, effectively reform in a planned way the higher and 
medium grade of the educational structure, and gradually increase the proportion of 
secondary vocational and technical education so that education can be more effectively 
adapted to the needs of the four modernizations. 


Seventh, in view of the imbalance between the economic and cultural conditions of 
various localities, the quantitative and qualitative development of education at 
whatever level and of whatever kind will pose different demands according to local 
systems having to fit local conditions; we must not apply "one knife to cut every- 
thing the same way." In general, we can distinguish: (1) In large, medium and small 
cities and in a small number of economically and culturally developed suburbs of 
large cities, not only is elementary education widely extant, but junior middle 
school education is almost universally extant and senior middle school education 

is rapidly developing. (2) In the villages in general and in the small cities and 
townships, elementary school education is not yet completely available, very few 

have junior middle schools and even fewer have senior middle schools. (3) In the 
mountainous regions, border areas and the districts inhabited by national minorities, 
very few go to elementary schools and these areas are culturally very backward. In 
the development of education in these three kinds of areas, one has to fit the speed 
of development and the operational pattern of schooling to the local conditions and 
must not impose uniformity. 


Eighth, the leadership of the party in the educational undertaking demands of all 
schools at all levels primarily that they implement and carry out the correct line 
laid down by the party, that they uphold the four basic principles, carry on vigor- 
ously the work of political ideological education and furthermore that they mobilize 
all social forces to take an interest in and support the education of our youths. 

We are determined constantly to raise the socialist awareness of the broad masses 

of teachers to have them educate our children and youths in patriotism, love of the 
people, love of work, love of science and love and care for all public property. 

We intend to launch movements to learn from Lei Feng [7191 6913] and foster new cus- 
toms. Let us integrate tge movements of the "three good things" (good study, good 
work, good body), "five considerations" (consider culture, good conduct, hygiene, 
orderliness and ethics) and the "four beautiful things" (beauty of the mind, of 
language, of behavior and environment) in order to nurture children and youths with 
communist morals and character and a revolutionary outlook of life. 


In the past 60 years, our party led and established the great popular educational 
undertaking, achieved great successes and gained rich experiences. Under the new 
historical conditions of building a powerful modern socialist state, our party, 
based on the historical experiences of the past, will carry forward the excellent 
traditions of seeking truth from facts, of the mass line and of independence and 
self-reliance and, looking to the future with full confidence, will advance our 
popular educational undertaking to a new stage along the correct line of the 30 
Plenary Session of the llth CCP Central Committee.

OROQEN MINORITY AUTONOMY ANNIVERSARY--Hohhot, 2 Oct (XINHUA)--A bonfire evening 

of feast and entertainment was held last night in the deep forest in the Dahinggan 
Mountains by nearly 1,000 people of Orogen nationality to mark the 30th anniver- 
sary of the establishment of the autonomous banner of Orogen nationality in the 
inner Mongolia autonomous region. The Orogens dressed in their holiday best, sang 
and danced 2ground the bonfire. Wild animals hunted were cooked over the bonfire 

to mark the occasion. Orogen nationality, with a population of more than 3,100, 

is one of China's smallest minority nationalities. The Oroqen people live by 
hunting in the Dahinggan and Xiaohinggan mountains. Before 1949, they led a 
wandering life, ate animal meat, wore animal hides and lived in bark shacks. 

The population of the autonomous banner of Orogen nationality has increased from 
700 in 1951 to 1,300 at present. There are now 135 cadres of the Orogen nationality 
in the banner. The Vroqen people all have settled down and moved into brick and 
tile houses. They enjoy free medical care and their school-age children all go

ASPECTS OF ANTILIBERALIZATION MOVEMENT DISCUSSED 
Hong Kong CHENG MING [CONTENDING] in Chinese No 47, 1 Sep 81 pp 10-11

[Excerpts] At a time when the weather was very hot, the political climate became 
chilly, and the cold wind which began last winter now seems to have become even 
colder. 


Let me start by reporting an "episode." 
The "Reactionary Hong Kong Publications" 


In the middle of July a notice from the central propaganda department to the ef- 
fect that four magazines in Hong Kong (generally acknowledged in Hong Kong to be 
patriotic publications) were "reactionary magazines" was suddenly circulated among 
the propaganda departments in Beijing. 


This was a verbally circulated notice, not a written document. The notice con- 
sisted of a single sentence without any further content; it did not say why these 
four magazines were designated as "reactionary magazines." 


This communication caused considerable panic. A whole series of problems emerged: 
Why is exposing various hidden aspects of life in China or putting forth views and 
suggestions “reactionary"? If these publications, which had put forth some opin- 
ions in a well-intentioned way were considered to be reactionary magazines, were 
not various legally importable materials which directly reviled the Communist 
Party and attacked socialism and Marxism-Leninism reactionary? Just where was 

the line between patriotism and reaction? 


Although we call this an "interlude," it gives a good indication of the problem. 


[f clear distinctions are not made even for foreign publications, but they are 
designated "reactionary" at will, it goes without saying that writings and views 
inside the country which displease the powers that be are subject to the same 
treatment.

The Gathering Storm 


In fact, the propaganda work conference held in the first third of August laid cut 
the tasks involved in the criticism movement. Next, in the middle of August, the 
"spirit" of the conference was circulated among all units in Beijing. A major 
Central Committee figure said, “Currently the situation on the ideological and 
cultural front is one of weakness, dissipation of strength and a lack of criticism 
and self-criticism." What was to be criticized? "Bad writings, and articles and 
erroneous views which are harmful to the ‘four principles.'" At this point the 
Central Committee had not yet described “erroneous views" as rightist or "right- 
leaning," but instead called them "liberalization trends." Some specific examples 
of such views were these: 


--"Some people say that there should be absolute freedom of public opinion and 
that publications and performances should be subject to no limitations." 


--"Some people make ‘order without intervention’ the universal principle and con- 
sider party leadership to be ‘fetters.' Others say that letting ‘a hundred flowers 
bloom, and a hundred schools of thought contend’ cannot be subject to any guiding 
ideology." 


--"Some writers will listen only to praise and not to criticism. As soon as they 
are criticized, they make indiscriminate claims that people are ‘crudely inter- 
fering’ and are ‘assaulting’ them." 


High-ranking party officials say that all of this constitutes “working for liberal- 
ization,” and that the key aspect of liberalization is throwing off party leader- 
ship and departing from the “four principles"; naturally this is unacceptable, and 
accordingly it is necessary to criticize these various “erroneous views." 


since "bad writings" and “writings with erroneous ideological leanings" are among 
the targets of criticism, in literary and theoretical circles alike everyone is 
feeling a lowering of atmospheric pressure and a sinking of spirits. 


Before the sixth plenary session, high levels in the party had already selected 
three articles as being typical of "liberalization" literature and requested 
opinion-making and theoretical circles to criticize them. The three articles 
were "More on Breaking out of Restraints" by Gu Er [7357 3643], "Some Theoretical 
Problems of the Later Period of the Socialist Transformation in This Country" by 
Ying Xueli [2019 1331 3680] and Sun Hui [1327 6540], and "The People's Sun Must 
Rise" by Li Yihong [2621 0110 3163]. 


Making Public Opinion 


It is true that the various manifestations of liberalization described above are 
connected with theoretical circles, but they have an even greater association 

with literary circles. Some belong in one category and some in the other, but 

we refer in particular to Wang Ruowang [3769 5387 2598], among others. Starting 
on 14 August, GUANGMING RIBAO carried a series of front-page articles dealing with 
criticism of art and opinions with and self-criticism; their purpose was to launch 
the criticism movement and create opinion; of course, these were signals of the 
gathering storm.

Compared with GUANGMING RIBAO, RENMIN RIBAO clearly was less enthusiastic. By 

18 August RENMIN RIBAO had merely published an article entitled, "Grasp Good 
Weapons of Literary Criticism" under the name of "Staff Commentator." The article 
did indeed transmit the intent of the higher-ups, but it also made a self-criticism 
of its "state of weakness" in the past when dealing with "some writings with erro- 
neous ideological tendencies" and "a few harmful writings." The article said, 
"The shortcomings of weakness and diffuseness which the higher authorities men- 
tioned also exist in this newspaper's literary criticism," and "we frequently have 
failed to forthrightly and convincingly criticize writings with incorrect tenden- 
cies and expressions of erroneous views." It can be seen from RENMIN RIBAO's 
self-criticism that the imminent tide of criticism would not spare such writers 

as Bai Hua, Wang Ruowang and Sha Yexin [3097 5509 2450]. 


Arrows Aimed at Bai Hua 


Friends in the Beijing literary world have told me that Bai Hua and "Bitter Love" 
were inevitably marked out for criticism; when Deng Xiaoping and Hu Yaobang said 
that "Bitter Love" was "bad" and “harmful,” how could they escape criticism? It 
is said that previous criticism was poorly done and had a poor effect; was this 
because Bai Hua was right or because the critics were incompetent? (In reality 
the problem is not so simple, because previous criticism of Bai Hua concealed a 
hidden intent against Hu.) What they now want to do is "normal criticism and 
self-criticism." My friends tell me that the article "More on Criticism and As- 
sault," which appeared in GUANGMING RIBAO on 15 August, was obliquely launching 
some hasty shafts at Bai Hua: "To refuse to allow criticism and to lack self- 
knowledge, to be clearly wrong and think that one is entirely correct, are dan- 
gerous things and easily lead to corrosion by erroneous ideological tendencies in 
society, to complacent acceptance of certain misdirected ‘evil winds,' and to 
wrong-headedly posing as ‘heroes,’ so that those involved sink ever further in 
the quicksands of error." My friends explain that the "misdirected evil wind" 
was the support for Bai Hua and opposition to the military newspaper which were 
prevalent in public opinion before the sixth plenary session. Some high party 
officials would give lip service to the "mass line," but if the masses' opinion 
on some topic did not agree with theirs, they would think that public opinion was 
merely “wrong tendencies" and "evil winds." But were the masses the "real heroes” 
or the “real dunces"? 





Let us consider Bai Hua's situation during the previous criticism directed at him. 


The criticism of Bai Hua in the late spring and early summer of this year was 

not a sudden attack, but an incipient process of fermentation. After Bai Hua's 
"The Stars Are Bright Tonight" became a movie, some people criticized him with 
the assertion that "The stars are not bright tonight." Bai Hua works in the 
Wuhan Military District, and before the "Bitter Love” incident occurred, some 
people on the Wuhan municipal party committee wanted to criticize him. In Shang- 
hai, in Beijing, and particularly in the higher levels of the military and in the 
central party schools, some people expressed displeasure at "Bitter Love" while 
others favored it. Wei Guoqing and Huang Kecheng both agreed to criticize “Bitter 
Love" by name in the newspapers. It was at this time that Bai Hua, who had just 
finished the film script for "Bridge of Dreams," visited East Lake in Wuhan, ate

fish at Wuchang, did some cooking in the kitchen, and showed himself to be “uncon- 
cerned about wind and waves and as confident as though he were walking securely ir 
a locked courtyard." On 20 April, JIEFANG JUNBAO published an article by "Special 
Correspondent™ criticizing Bai Hua. Bai Hua seemed to take no notice of this. 
From that day on, he immersed himself in writing. What did he write? Not a revi- 
sion of "Bitter Love," as was intimated, but primarily the historical play “The 
King of Wu's Battle Axes, the King of Yue's Swords." The first draft was finished 
on 1 May. 


In that period, although Bai Hua was subjected to political pressure, he still 
enjoyed a full measure of social favor. The Beijing People's Artisti. Theater 
sent its representative Lan Tianye [5663 1131 6851] to visit him and find out how 
he was progressing on the play he was writing for the theater; his comrade-in- 
arms from youth Peng Jingfeng [1756 5427 7364] made a trip from Kunming specifi- 
cally to see him in Wuhan; many university students paid calls on him and stood 
beside him; and nearly a thousand letters and telegrams of support poured in. 


After Bai Hua's poem "The Spring Tides Before Me" received an award this May, he 
fully believed that he would be able to go to Beijing and meet artistic and liter- 
ary figures; but, possibly because some people gave the matter some sort of “spe- 
cial consideration," he was not allowed to go. In July he recalled, "At first 

I thought I could take the opportunity of going to Beijing for my prize to give 
my play to the theater, but I unexpectedly was unable to go; the poets who had 
received awards sent me a long collective letter full of warm feeling." "I am 
constantly receiving letters from readers, but never as many as now: every even- 
ing young Wang the postman laughingly gives me a great pile of them, and when I 
have carefully read these unknown people's letters and telegrams I try to imagine 
their jobs, characters and appearance, and I answer the most important of them. 
They move me so that I am often choked with tears and forget the passage of time." 


Love of Spring 


In mid-June he received a notice from the Chanhchun motion picture plant's cinema- 
tography group to come and see the revised print of his film. Of this northern 
journey, he wrote in an article entitled "How I Love Spring," which appeared in 
XIN GUANCHA No 14 of this year, "Was I pursuing spring, or did spring particularly 
favor me? When I arrived in Changchun on the 17th, I was assailed by the fragrance 
of the lilacs, and startled by the peas, like green jade, in the bowl: this was 
not like March in the south! Bai Hua, a small plant in a forest, had just stretch- 
ed his hoots out of the moist soil. When I saw the revised print of the film, I 
revised the play "Bridge of Dreams" again. On the 26th I stole some time for a 
hurried, lightning visit to Harbin, which I have long admired, and the wind on the 
Songhua River made me put on a woolen vest. I am obscurely content in spite of 
myself that this year I have been able to spend so many days with spring; and al- 
though there have been storms, they are the wind and rain of spring. Fresh green 
is everywhere, and ‘the fragrant grasses are everywhere from horizon to horizon. ' 
Multitude of tender plants, it is you that are the emblem of spring."

BEIJING CONVERSATIONS ON CURRENT POLITICAL SITUATION REPORTED

[Excerpts] Wang Dongxing’s Building and Xi Zhongxun 


One day in mid-August, an old Beijing resident and I left Beihai Park and crossed 

the bridge next to Zhongnanhai, talking as we went. Through the row of high, closely- 
spaced iron bars I could see a corner of Zhongnanhai, cloaked in green trees. Suddenly 
I thought of the building built by Wang Dongxing and opened my eyes wide, looking 
intently for its outline in the park, which was beginning to look like a spattered- 
ink drawing in the gathering dusk. My friend astutely guessed my thoughts, and said 
with a smile: 


"Wang Dongxing's house? You can't see it from here." 


I was a bit disappointed, but my curiosity immediately moved on: "Wang Dongxing 
must have moved, hasn't he?" 


"Not at all.” 

"Does he use the whole building for business?" 

"No, people live there too. One of them is a ‘new guest,’ Xi, his secretary." 
"Do you mean Xi Zhongxun [5045 0112 8113)?" 


"Yes. He must have moved in," my friend said, and explained, "It makes it easier 
for him to get to work. I understand he's very busy--he's the permanent duty 
secretary." 


Why Did Deng Xiaoping Go to Xingjiang? 


The talk turned from Xi Zhongxun to Hu Yaobang and Deng Xiaoping. After we had ; 
passed by the armyman guarding the bridge, my friend told me a piece of "inside | 
news" in a low voice: In order to gain first-hand information on the minority 
unrest in Xinjiang and to successfully bring about ethnic unity there, Deng Xiaoping 

had gone to Xinjiang with Wang Zhen. 
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"Didn't Wang Zhen visit Xinjiang twice less than a year ago?" I asked. 


"Yes, but the problems weren't solved. There are two main problems. One is that ¢t!. 
Uighurs are displeased with the ethnic Chinese cadres; their slogan is ‘We want to » 
autonomous, not ruled.’ In the last year the Uighurs have intensified their pressure 
on ethnic Chinese and there have been a number of incidents. The second problem is 
that ethnic Chinese cadres in the parts, government and administrative departments 
are uneasy; they are thinking of home and are afraid that the Uighurs might provoke 
incidents. The mood is quite bad. All of society in Xinjiang is in turmoil." 


"I have heard that some people in Xinjiang were preparing to start a rebellion to 
force the ethnic Chinese out, but it did not come off. Is this true?" 


My friend's face became graver. "I have heard that too; fortunately it didn't 
materialize." 


"Then Wang Zhen's two previous trips to Xinjiang were not total failures." 
"That's right. Recently the situation is Xinjiang has been calmer. But the nationality 
questions have not really been solved. I hope that this trip of Deng's can help 
solve them.” 

What Is His Strategy for Running the Country? 

"When will he be back in Beijing?" 

"He can't stay there too long. There are many matters all over the country that he 
must deal with. He works 8 hours a day and often says, ‘I haven't got enough energy; 


I'm 77 this year, and if I do more I'll get worn out.'" 


"It's no easy matter for a man of 77 to work 8 hours a day. But I believe he is 
neentrating on the most important matters, isn't he?" 


My friend didn't answer immediately, so I continued, "What is his strategy for 
running the party and the country?" 


My triend smiled at me and did not answer. 

[The friend and two others] were discussing study of the resolution of the sixth 
plenary session by the various organizations. In general, there is not much enthusiasm 
for studying it, and some lectures have turned into newspaper-reading meetings. 


But these two friends said much that was new during the conversation. 


One thing that greatly interested me was the speeches at the small group meetings at 


the sixth plenary session. The friends had seen summaries of these speeches and 
they believed that the summaries were authentic. Some of the speeches were qite 
bold and unexpected: 


--"Why can't 'one divide into two' in the case of the Cultural Revolution?" (i.e. 
he believed that one part could be affirmed.) 


--"The Cultural Revolution was counterrevolutionary!" 
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Ditferent Views on the Cultural Revolution and Mao 


--"I would only be at ease if the resolution had confirmed that Comrade Mao Zedong's 
contribution was of primary importance. In the past, people wouldn't even put up 
Chairman Mao's picture for fear others would say that they belonged to tie ‘all' 
{fanshi] faction." 


--''The resolution said only that Comrade Mao Zedong made the error of left tendencies, 
whereas in reality his error was one of line." 


--'"During the Cultural Revolution the party organization had completely ceased to 
exist and the “Cultural Revolution Group" issued orders in place of the government, 
so that in reality it had usurped the power of the party Central Committee and the 
local party committees: accordingly the party should not bear all or part of the 
blame for the errors of the Cultural Revolution." 


--"In the future it will be sufficient to cite Marxism-Leninism; Mao Zedong Thought 
should no longer be cited." 


Protecting Hua and Criticizing Hua 


--''Comrade Hua Guofeng should be correctly treated. He really did make a contribution, 
and he is honest, kind and unassuming." 


--'"Tt is not true that he is unassuming. Once Comrade Chen Yun telephoned Hua Guofeng, 
and after 10 minutes Hua claimed he was busy reading documents and would not continue 
the conversation." 


-~-''Comrade Hua Guofeng continued and developed all of Comrade Mao Zedong's errors; 
he supposedly is an ‘enlightened leader,’ but they came out with a standard picture 
of him and put it side by side with Mao Zedong's. He was indifferent to old cadres 
or rejected them, and even believed that his becoming party chairman was because 
the time was ripe for him." 


--"When Comrade Liu Lantao [0491 2:82 3447] criticized Hua Guofeng in the Plenary 
sion, he cited 13 of Hua's errors, and they were all factual."

--"Comrade Deng Liqun's [6772 0500 5028] speech criticizing Hua Guofeng was also very 


good," 
--"Hua Guofeng made serious errors and should not be selected Vice Chairman." 
Is Deng a Marxist-Leninist or a Revisionist? 


--'"'Comrade Deng Xiaoping's actions in recent years have been in accord with Marxism- 
Leninism."' 


--iverything that Comrade Deng Xiaoping is now doing is incomprehensible. Some people 
say it is revisionism." 


--''The resolution is basically acceptable." 
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--"The resolution does not do enough to affirm the older revolutionaries and to make 
a realistic evaluation of them." 


--"It is questionable whether the resolution can unify thinking and action. What the 
higher-ups have said is good, but sufficient thought should be given to whether the 
people lower down really can carry it out." 


These speeches reflect the fact that at the sixth plenary session, thought was 
energetic and people were outspoken, that opposing views could be stated and rivalries 
maintained. At the same time, they also indicate that thought within the party (even 
at the highest levels) is in a complex state, and that there are various differing 
viewpoints. 


An Objective Attained 


During the discussion everyone agreed that divergence of opinions and difference 

of views within the party was normal and could be resolved by seeking common ground 
while allowing differences to continue to exist. But the party's guiding ideology 
should be unified, otherwise everyone would follow his own beliefs and work would be 
thrown into chaos. My friend told me that Deng Xiaoping's main request to the sixth 
plenary session was that it unify the guiding ideology. They said that with regard 
to the guiding ideology this session had gotten rid of the chaos caused by Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four" and by Mao Zedong's erroneous utterances and actions, had 
officially ended the rule of leftist ideology in the party and had eliminated the 
effect of the "two ‘all's’" over the core of the party, had affirmed the line and 
techniques used since the third plenary session, and had used personnel transfers 

to assure organizationally that the guiding ideology would be implemented, so that 
Deng Xiaoping's aim could be said to have been essentially accomplished. 


The ‘Twelve Criticisms of Deng" Are of Dubious Authenticity 


There was a slight ripple of laughter, and my friends revealed something that Deng 
Liqun (head of the Office of Policy Studies of the Central Committee Secretariat, 
Deputy Secretary of the State Council, and Deputy Director of the Institute of 
Social Sciences) had said recently in an internal conversation: During Comrade Mao 
Zedong's late years, he was sonetimes ‘“ucid and sometimes confused, and ultimately 
the situation reached the point that they had to depend on interpretation of Comrade 
Mao Zedong's speech by Mao Yuanxin and a few others. Accordingly, the "Twelve 
Criticisms of Deng" put together by Mao Yuanxin are suspect. 


Then my friends revealed that some people at high levels in the Communist Party 
considered that Mao's private life was bad and that his errors were strongly connected 
with his individual qualities. Deng Xiaoping did not agree with this view. He 

said, "Comrade Mao Zedong's errors cannot be referred to his individual qualities." 
Recently Deng Liqun stressed this point, saying that "Some people are now tracing 
Comrade Mao Zedong's errors to problems of his individual character, but in reality 
his errors cannot be explained in those terms. People of good character too can 

make mistakes." 


"Keeping Mao" Is "Keeping the Party" 
As the conversation continued, everyone concluded that Deng Xiaoping's "keeping Mao" 


was ''statesmanlike" and resulted from political necessities. ‘Keeping Mao" was done 
in order to "preserve the party." To quote Deng Xiaoping himself, ‘Rashly 
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overstressing his (i.e., Mao Zedong's) errors could only damage our party's and 
country's image and the prestige of the party and the socialist system, and would 
only dissolve the unity of the entire party, the entire army and all nationalities 
of the country." 


It was now very clear that the question which my friend had not answered a few hours 
before at Zhongnanhai had found its answer. The main thing that Deng Xiaoping is 
working on at this moment is how to recover the party's prestige and how to unify 
the entire party. 


Deng Xiaoping's Revenge and Aspirations 


For this purpose, Deng Xiaoping had repeatedly stressed the "four principles," while 
emphasizing that the core of these principles is adherence to party leadership. 


When I was returning from my old friend's house to the Overseas Chinese Building, 

I kept thinking about the main problems on Deng Xiaoping's mind. His revenge had 
been great. He had said several times at the party's high-level conferences that 
they should "do what Mao Zedong had suggested but had not done, set right what he 
had erroneously opposed, and do well what he had not done well." But what were the 
things that Mao Zedong had not done well? Primarily these three: opposing hegemonisn, 
unity, and economic construction. I believe that during the time remaining to hin, 
Deng Xiaoping wants to do these things well (particularly economic construction). 
For this purpose, he ardently desires to restore and increase the party's prestige, 
to strengthen and consolidate intraparty unity, and to eliminate all words and deeds 
which harm party prestige and unity. 


But for the present, at least, this is a difficult problen. 


The summaries of the small-group meetings at the sixth plenary session suggest that 
the ideological contradictions are far from simple, and could not be resolved at 

a Single session, Even if divergence of views could be virtually eliminated at the 
top levels of the party, what about the many levels below that? Illness prevented 
Ye Jianying from attending the sixth plenary session, and it seems that this old 
leader will not be able to "struggle until the end of his life for communism" 

in his current position; but will there be discord among army officers at the 
division and regimental levels? 


Intraparty Contradictions and Unhealthy Tendencies 


here is also the question of unhealthy tendencies in the party. The Chinese 
Communist Party publicly admits that thus far there has not been a change for the 
better in tendencies within the party. Because of the unhealthy tendencies in the 
party, the social atmosphere and social order have not improved, and people bitterly 
hate noxious influences and instances of privilage in the party. Can the party's 
image be made more lofty in such a situation? At present almost all activitist 
elements involvedwith unauthorized publications throughout the country have been 
taken into custody; can this type of behavior succeed in protecting party prestige? 
The “criticism of liberalization" has already been set in motion, and the party is 

_anning to use this "movement" (the party avoid using the term) to ban exposé 
\iterature and "different political opinions." But will such activities really 
protect the party's image, or will it do precisely the opposite?

DEVELOPMENT OF CRITICISM MOVEMENT DESCRIBED

Policy" ] 


[Excerpt] After the sixth plenary session concluded, an extremely unusual phenomenon 
emerged on the political stage: the more “relaxation” there was in economic matters, 
the more "restriction" there was in politics. 


The economic relaxation is obvious and we will say no more about it beyond noting 

that the policies of allowing private individuals to hire labor and of contracting 
with individuals to manage state-run enterprises may cause some people with ossified 

thinking to rasie the hue and cry about "restoration ef capitalism." 





At the same time that there is relaxation in economic matters, restrictions are 
clearly being intensified in political matters. On the eve of the sixth plenary 
session, "Bitter Love" was rehabilitated and people were relaxing a bit in the 

belief that the restrictive tendency that had been prevailing since the beginning 

of the year was ending. But after the end of the Sixth Plenary session, the tendency 
toward restrictions began to become stronger. 


The First Signals of Restrictiveness 


The literary world was the first area where the storm warnings of a policy change 
went up. 


On 28 July, RENMIN RIBAO carried on page 4 an article which attracted little 
attention at the time, but which was the first signal of stepped-up restrictiveness. 


The article was written by Li Bozhao, [2621 0130 6856] Vice-Chairman of the Chinese 
Playwrights' Association and wife of Yang Shangkun [2799 1424 2492]. She emphasized 
the need to "strengthen the party's leadership over art," and criticized artistic 


circles ar rboring some unhealthy features.'' She said, "I feel that some current 
writings .mply seeking ‘box office value,' and catering to the admiration of 

certain wi tastes in society; some other people claim that we should not engage 
in singing » praises of the people of virtue and accomplishment, and chere is even 


a small minority that is planning to weaken or cast off the party's leadership. 
This would have harmful social results, how would it then be possible to undertake 
the lofty task of creating an advanced socialist spiritual culture? In their 
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ideological essence, these unhealthy features are completely at odds with socialist 
spiritual culture. We cannot view them with equanimity: we must take suitable 
measures to restrain them." 


The day after Li Bojian's article was published, RENMIN RIBAO also published an 

article by Liu Baiyu [0491 4101 5038] and others. Liu criticized the JIEFANG JUNBAO 
Special Commentator's criticism of “Bitter Love," and his article emphatically stressed. 
"We artistic writers must reflect life under the guidance of the "four basic principles" 
So as to promote the advance of history." 


On the same day that it carried Liu Baiyu‘s article, RENMIN RIBAO also published an 
article by army cultural cadre Wei Chuantong [7614 0278 4827]. Wei Chuantong hinted 
that a criticism campaign would be developing in the artistic world when he said, 

"To progress we must have criticism and self-criticism. We should imitate ‘the petrel 
that soars above towering waves’ and ‘the roc that stirs up the water for 3,000 li 
around’ arfd not imitate birds that ‘take fright at the sound of the bow.' We must 

not have a conditioned reflex every time we hear criticism; we must of course stress 
the form and results of criticism, but we cannot 'forswear food for fear of choking.'" 


HONGQI Beats the War Drums 


And indeed, half a month later, the Communist Party's most authoritative magazine, 
HONGQI, published a commentary which adopted a stronger tone and whose import was 
clearer. This article clearly indicated that a campaign of criticism must be carried 
out against certain intellectuals and stated that it was necessary to "solve the 
problems of departing from the ‘four basic principles,’ leaving the path of socialism 
throwing off the party's leadership, and engaging in bourgeois liberalization; there 
are some who in speeches, creative work, articles or in other forms are distoring 

the image of the party, ridiculing the socialist system, and slandering Mao Zedong 
thought; how can we do otherwise than criticize them? If we do not, where will they 
lead us?" The article also called on party organizations at all levels to wage an 
active struggle: "The seriousness of the problem does not stem from the fact that 
these phenomena exist but from the fact that the party's leadership on the ideological 
front has been diffuse and weak. Some party organizations and party leadership 
comrades have failed when confronted with various erroneous tendencies and erroneous 
ideology and actions, to take the initiative in ideological work and have not. dared 
to criticize them. This is a very bad state of affairs." 


Even the people who had not heeded the signals of half a month before could not fail, 
, reiscding this article, to admit that the gale warnings had been upgraded. 


The Talisman of Ideological-Political Work 
This restraining tendency obviously was not aimed only at the literary world. 


It can be seen from the 5 years following the fall of the "gang of four" that the 
ontingent making the greatest challenge to the ruling party is artistic writers 
and the young generation. Young intellectuals in particular, especially under the 
influence of the Xidan Wall, the unauthorized publications movement and last year's 
ree elections, are very active. Accordingly, an additional target of this policy 
restriction is China's student population. 
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There are currently 200 million students in China; the number should not be 
underestimated, nor should the students be: underestimated as a force. 


Between 1 and 11 August, the Ministry of lducation held a national work conference 
on ideological-political education in schools and made its preparations to carry 
out "“ideological-political work" among these 200 million students. 


Ministry of Education Jiang Nanxiang said at the meeting that this year a number of 
serious problems with regard to the students require attention. He declared that 
ideological-political education of the st:udents should be intensified in four ways. 


First, he said, it was necessary to strengthen education in the “four basic principles." 
He stressed particularly that “it is necessary to make the students understand that 
patriotism is a great spirtual force for the construction of socialism; in today's 
China, if one does not love the party and socialism, one cannot |e a true patriot." 


Second, it was necessary to intensify the teaching of Marxist-Leninist theory in the 
schools. He said, "Courses in Marxism-Leninism are compulsory in socialist schools. 
They cannot be weakened, much less eliminated; and conscientious study must be made 
of ways of improving and strengthening them." 


Third, it was necessary to strengthen education in communist morality. He said, 
"We must educate the students to learn from the older generation of proletarian 
revolutionaries and heroic examplars and to continue the revolutionary tradition, 
to set up revolutionary ideals, and to bring a revolutionary spirit of arduous 
struggle into play." 


Fourth, it was necessary to intensify labor education. He said, "It was incorrect 
in the past to have the students do too much labor, but the current practice of 

not having them labor at all or having them participate in labor only to a small 
extent is also not beneficial to their overall development, and henceforth we must 
aevelop a set of methods, suited to the characteristics of schowls at various levels 
and at various kinds, for carrying out labor education. 


The Central Committee attached great importance to this meeting, Li Xiannian, 

Wan Li and others received more than 150 participants at Huairentang in Zhongnanhai. 
They stressed repeatedly the importance of ideological-political work. Li Xiannian 
said, "Our party is founded on ideological-political work, and in the future we will 
still need to intensify ideological-political work." Wan Li said, "The key to 
intensifying ideological-political work in the schools is strengthening and improving 
party leadership." 


Making Another "Fifties Generation" 


This set of ideological-political work methods which the Communist Party is currently 
stressing obviously takes the 1950's and early 1960's as a model. It appears that 
the party is eager to train a new "1950's generation.” But it will be difficult to 
do this. 


The current younger generation, which has experienced the Cultural Revolution, has 
the ability for independent thought and the habit of boldly opposing prevailing ideas, 
and it will be very difficult for ideological-political work to move them. If they 
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are made to study Marxist-Leninist theory, they may be able to use certain Marxist- 
Leninist viewpoints to criticize shortcomings of the current situation or to us 
practice to confront outmoded viewpoints; both of these things have happened in 
university political classes. If they are made to concern themselves with politics, 
they may engage in unauthorized publication or free elections, because this is one 
form of involving oneself in politics. They can no longer be forced to become "men 
of the 1950's." 


[t would appear that the CCP's only recourse is to repose its hopes in those who did 
not pass through the period of the Cultural Revolution and "brainwashing." But can 
this generation reenact the history of 20 or 30 years ago? At present we can only 
say that this is a riddle.

In her testimony today before the Subcommittee on Asian and Pacific Affairs of 
the House Foreign Affairs Committee, Chen Su-jen recalled events surrounding the 
murder of her husband made public at a press conference at the Carnegie-Mellon 
University in Pittsburgh on 11 September 1981. "My husband's death was not a 
suicide or an accident. It was murder," she said. 





Chen Su-jen produced 39 photographs of her husband's body taken during the first 





autopsy in the week of 5 July 1981 to prove that her husband had been badly tortured 


before he died. There were too many external wounds which could not be explained 
by a fall, she stressed. She said she had consulted several medical doctors. 
According to the doctors’ opinions, several wounds on the right shoulder and the 
neck were sustained several hours before his death. These were obviously from 
tortures. A cluster of punctures on his right elbow were most likely caused by 
repetitive piercings with sharp objects. The three parallel, deep bruises on the 
back were highly suggestive of whipping. All these wounds from torture could be 
seen from the photos. 


Three weeks ago, she said, her husband's former colleague, Professor Degroot, and 
a forensic pathologist, Dr Wecht, went to Taiwan and reexamined the case of her 
husband's death. At the press conference upon their return on 24 September they 
reaffirmed her original judgement and conviction that her husband was murdered. 


Chen Su-jen spoke of her heartfelt apprehension in agreeing to testify here today. 
"My main concern was whether I might be harrassed by KMT agents in this country 
because of my testimony here, whether my parents and relatives in Taiwan might be 
intimidated by KMT agents, and whether my safety might be endangered in future 
visits to my parents in Taiwan." 


She said the garrison command in Taiwan maintained that the interrogiations of 
her husband were prompted by intelligence reports collected through KMT's "rainbow 
intelligence project." 
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The garrison command also claimed that they had in their possession tape recordings 
of her husband's impromptu comments on tne Kaohsiung incident of December 1979.

Many Taiwanece people have been harrassed by KMT agents on campuses and elsewhere 
as had been testified before. People were afraid to report because of repraisals 
from KMT agents against themselves and relatives in Taiwan. 


"The United States should immediately put restriction on the number of the personnel 
of the Coordination Council for North American Affairs. I feel it is equally 
important to make arms sales to Taiwan contingent on a certification that the 
Taiwan authority has ceased their spy activities in the United States," Chen Su-jen 
said. 


Steve Solarz, Don Bonker and other congressmen at the subcommittee meeting expressed 
their grave concern over the extension of Taiwan's repressive activities inside 

the borders of the United States. Representative Jim Leach reiterated his request 
to the U.S. administration for a thorough investigation of KMT spy activities 

in this country which threaten the life and liberty of Chinese from Taiwan. 

Chairman of the House Asian and Pacific Affairs Subcommittee Solarz reiterated 

his stand that further arms sales by the administration to Taiwan be suspended. 


Many Chinese, mostly students from Taiwan, were present during the hearing. Some 


students told XINHUA that they were shocked by the murder of Chen Wen-cheng and 
strongly condemned the Kuomintang agents in the United States.

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"HSIN WAN PAO' ON TAIPEI'S ANNIVERSARY COINS

("New Talk'' column: "Taipei Has Shifted, But Not Enough"] 


[Text] Taipei has shown changes in its actions in the past couple of days. 
Although the changes have not been sound and seemed perfunctory, they are still 
worth commending. These changes indicate a good trend. It is also necessary to 
point out: It will be very good if serious changes are made. 


Taiwan is issuing gold and silver coins in commemoration of the "70th anniversary 
of the founding of the country." As a matter of fact, it is to commemorate the 
7Oth anniversary of the 1911 revolution. The original design of the coins aroused 
widespread discontent because it was intended that they bear only the image of 
Chiang Kai-shek and not that of Sun Yat-sen. The day before yesterday, CHUNG YANG 
JIH PAO published the news that this was to change and the coins would now also 
bear the image of Dr Sun Yat-sen. (We regret having neglected this point yester- 
day.) This illustrates the saying, "It takes courage to realize shame." After 
all, it is promising for the Taiwan authorities concerned to feel shame and correct 
the mistakes, and we should praise their deeds. 


However, we must point out that these changes are not sufficient and are in fact 

far from being sufficient. Among the four kinds of coins, three gold and one silver, 
only one of them bears the image of Dr Sun Yat-sen and the others still bear the 
image of Chiang Kai-shek. Even though the biggest gold coin will bear the image 

of Sun Yat-sen, the change is not entirely appropriate. 


[t was Dr Sun Yat-sen who led the revolution of 1911 and Chiang Kai-shek could not 
be found Anywhere at that time. ‘Thus, he is not qualified to appear on the coins. 
Perhaps Taipei might say the coins are to commemorate the "70th anniversary of 

the founding of the country," and that for over 40 years Chiang Kai-shek has 
played a certain role. Even if this is so, and we do not mention his merits or 
faults, we are now commemorating the anniversary of the founding of the country and 
Chiang Kai-shek did not contribute at all to this. Thus, how can the Taiwan 
authorities let him claim credit for other people's achievements? The worst thing 
is that three-quarters of the coins will bear his image, reluctantly leaving the 
image of the criticized Sun Yat-sen on the remaining quarter. Does the change 
seem adequate or serious? 
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fhe Taiwan authorities earlier denounced Beijing for "making use" of Sun Yat-sen 
in preparing for the grand ceremony to commemorate the 70th anniversary of the 1911
